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MANAGEMENT ADVISORY SERVICE FOR ARCHITECTS 
HE British Architects’ Conference in Cardiff may well prove to be a turn- 
ing point in the practice of architecture. For several years now there have 

been innumerable meetings, courses and lectures on management held all over 
the country in schools of architecture, local societies and at residential week- 
end courses. Those who have taken part in these affairs have nevertheless 
had an uncomfortable feeling that they were preaching to the converted, and 
that the body of the profession did not appreciate nor understand the nature 
and complexities of the problem involved. The Cardiff conference has, how- 
ever, completely dispelled such thoughts, since the subjects discussed have 
given official recognition to the necessity of efficiency and management. The 
profession and the RIBA are now committed to the full implication of this 
concept. 

It may well be some time before the full impact of this decision makes itself 
felt and the implication is fully comprehended, and there can be little doubt 
that the RIBA and its committees will have a vast amount of thought and work 
on their hands if this desire for efficiency and management is to be implemented 


One of the first problems to be solved is how best to inculcate into the profes- 
sion as a whole an attitude of mind which is receptive to the technique of 
management. At the conference this was expressed in a somewhat blunter 
manner by one speaker when he said that there was no longer a place in the 
profession for the ‘long-haired’ architect who is only capable of designing. 
That in itself is not sufficient; he must be at one and the same time both a 
designer and an efficient business man. Since it is obvious that there are excep- 
tions to any rule, such concept found ready acceptance among the members 
of the conference. Whether what follows such an implication was either com- 
prehended or accepted it is not possible to say. 


One fundamental concept of business is continuity. This concept is apparent 
in the basic procedure of Method Study which, abbreviated, reads : DeveLop, 
INSTALL, MAINTAIN. The last of these three is the vital factor which produces 
the continuity of a business. Apply this to architectural practice and a some- 
what revolutionary fact emerges. This was forcibly brought out by ALIck 
Low in the final sentence of his summing up of the conference, when he said 
‘An architect cannot expect to do creative work all his life, unless at some point 
in his career he stops designing and creates an organisation in which the 
creative mind of the younger architects can flourish.’ 

In view of the incredible difficulty and complexity of getting an architec- 
tural practice to a high state of efficiency, the doctrine of continuity is clearly 
advantageous to the profession. Whether the individual architects concerned 
will have the breadth of vision necessary to make it possible is another matter: 
without such concept the whole basis of management and efficiency as expressed 
at the conference falls to pieces. 


Even if this attitude of mind becomes accepted, there is still an enormous 
problem of dissemination of information. During the discussions which fol- 
lowed the main speeches, architects from all parts of the country in both private 
and local authority offices made many useful and original contributions on 
office management and efficiency, but it is clear that the mere collation and 
dissemination of existing methods are not in themselves sufficient, and that 
they must be coupled with advice. Advice on such matters can only be given 
by those trained and experienced in management and administration. It seems, 
therefore, that the profession not only must set up a central clearing house 
for information on this subject but also institute its own consultancy service. 


These two problems, a correct attitude of mind and the dissemination of 
advice and information, are by themselves probably sufficient to keep the 
profession and the RIBA fully occupied for some years, if not for the next 
decade. To judge by the keenness and sincerity displayed at this most interest- 
ing and well-organised conference, the profession is intent on solving them. 
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Notes of the Week 


Brick Supplies 


HE recent statement by the Minister 

of Works, the Rt. Hon. Hugh Mol- 
son, MP, that ‘the evidence before me 
does not indicate that there is a general 
brick shortage at the present time’ sits 
oddly amongst the reports on building 
progress that have come in from many 
parts of the country. There is 
undoubtedly a deep concern in the build- 
ing industry over the supply of bricks. On 
several building sites work is virtually at 
a standstill and on Fletton bricks, 
delivery delays of up to six months have 
been reported. The position is worse in 
the London and Midlands area. In the 
North and the South West of England 
many local manufacturers, given a tem- 
porary reprieve from the competition of 
Fletton bricks, have been able to lower 
the stacks that piled up over the winter 
months. 

Government policy has been a major 
factor in the current shortage. When, 
last year, they began to turn on the taps 
for expansion by relaxing credit restric- 
tions and control on output, they were 
doing what most people expected. It has 
been the turning on of some additional 
taps since which has precipitated demand 
and caught the brick manufacturers 
unawares. Two measures in particular, 
the granting of house purchase loans and 
the purchase tax and income tax reduc- 
tions in April, seem to have changed the 
whole climate. One brick manufacturer 
reports that since the budget he has had 
something like 10,000 small orders for the 
building of greenhouses and garages. ‘It 
seems,’ he says, ‘that our customers have 


held back their projects for years and are 
now convinced that the time has come to 
spend their money.’ 

The monthly output of bricks has risen 
to 585 million (as compared to 536 mil- 
lion last year) but it seems doubtful if 
supply will match demand until Septem- 
ber at the earliest. Until then irritating 
delays on new building will probably 
continue in certain areas. 


Birthday Honours 


THE QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY HONOURS LIST 
contains the names of a number of 
people in the building industry who 
have merited recognition by the quality 
of their work. Among the architects Mr. 
Eric Bedford (CB) and Mr. Eric Alfred 
Lyons (OBE) have done much to raise 
the design standards of the MoW and 
speculative building respectively. Mr. 
Marshall Sisson becomes CBE and Mr. 
Ralph Hobday receives a merited OBE 
for his work for the Imperial War Graves 
Commission. Mr. W. E. Hollins, a senior 
architect in the Department of Health 
for Scotland is similarly honoured.

From Our Own Representative 


ARDIFF’S magnificent Civic Centre 

set in Cathays Park, with its implied 
challenge to the architects of a more utili- 
tarian age than that in which these build- 
ings were erected, was a fitting centre for 
this year’s British Architects’ Conference, 
which was held at Cardiff from June 10 
to 13.

Hughes, Miss Ennis V. Hughes and by 
Mr. Basil Spence, the President of the 
Royal Institute, and Mrs. Spence

tural Management’ by Mr. W. S. Gauldie 
and Mr. A. F. S. Wright, appearing in 
The Architects Journal, were used as a 
basis of discussion, and Messrs. A. G. 
Sheppard Fidler and Alick Low opened 
the discussion with short papers on, res- 
pectively, * Efficiency and the Architect’ 
and ‘ Efficiency in Architects’ Offices.’ Sir 
Thomas Bennett followed with a contri- 
bution which for vigour, forthrightness 
and common sense left many a younger 
man at the starting-post. Thenceforward 
the discussion, though useful and helpful 
in many ways, did not rise to any great 
heights of insight or originality. 

There followed the Garden Party in the 
afternoon, which was held in the leafy 
and informal grounds of nearby St. 
Fagans Castle, where members were able 
to see the Welsh Folk Museum in the 
Castle and the Castle Gardens.

The day ended with a Civic Reception 
at the Civic Hall, by kind invitation of 
the Lord Mayor and Corporation of Car- 
diff, followed by dancing until 1 a.m. for 
those with the necessary stamina. 

Discussion on the Conference papers 
was resumed at 10 a.m. on Friday, when 
the President welcomed visitors from 
overseas, including Mr. Robert Snod- 
grass, from Johannesburg, and Mr. 
Jeffrey E. Aronin, from New York. Mr. 
Aronin said he hoped that the President 
would be able to visit New Orleans later 
this month to receive the honorary fel- 
lowship of the AIA. 

The second day’s discussion was guided 
by the decisions of the study group that 
had met, following the previous business 
meeting, to consider the points that 
needed special emphasis. It was decided 
that the problems of the small office 
greatly needed attention, and the early 
speakers were asked to bear this particu- 
larly in mind. A lively discussion fol- 
lowed on this subject, but the standard 
of the discussion began to tail off a little 
when the next aspect of the problem was 
reached, namely the large office, and on 
the problems relating to specialists this 
trend continued. 

For those who wished, the afternoon 
was given over to a number of interesting 
tours, in the planning of which the con- 
tribution of the South Wales Institute of 


Architects deserves great credit. Others 
decided to rest a little or to study at more 
leisure the stimulating Conference Exhi- 
bition at the City Hall, entitled ‘A 
Country Builds. A preface section of 
the exhibition depicted Wales, the land 
of contracts, and its people, and there fol- 
lowed four sections showing the main 
building periods prior to 1800; the era 
and impact of the industrial revolution 
and the changes it brought; * Today,’ a 
pictorial summary of the best architec- 
ture of the post-war era; and last but not 
least the projected development of 
‘Tomorrow, showing the immense 
opportunities and the challenge which 
must be met. A selection of work of 
students of the Welsh School of Archi- 
tecture was coupled with this section. 

Lastly came the Conference Dinner 
at the City Hall, which was attended by 
more than 400 members and guests, who 
were received by the President and Mrs. 
Spence and by the President of the South 
Wales Institute of Architects and Miss 
Ennis Hughes. 

So ended another Conference, the 
machinery of which, as members have 
come to take almost for granted, ran like 
clockwork, thanks to the magnificent and 
detailed organisation of the RIBA head- 
quarters staff coupled, on this occasion, 
with much hard work put in by members 
and staff of the South Wales Institute. 


The Garden Party at St. Fagan’s Castle 
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THE BRITISH ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE, CARDIFF, 
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1959 


Over 600 delegates and their wives assembled in Cardiff, from June 10-13, for the British Architects’ Conference. 
The theme of the Conference was Architectural Management and articles by W. Sinclair Gauldie and Arthur F. S. 
Wright, which appeared earlier in the year in The Architects’ Journal, provided a basis of discussion. The scene was 
set by two papers, * Efficiency and the Architect ’ and ‘ Efficiency in Architects’ Offices,’ by A. G. Sheppard Fidler 


and Alick Low respectively. These papers are now reprinted. 


Efficiency and the Architect 
By A. G. Sheppard Fidler, MA, BArch, FRIBA 


"yee theme of this Conference is one which has the widest implications for all 

members of our profession. The practice of architecture has, over the years, 
changed radically to meet the vastly changed circumstances of world economics 
and progress in science and technology. It will be true to say that it is now a 
social service, very much of and for the people rather than an art catering for 
an aristocratic minority. The scope of the architect’s work is immeasurably 
increased as society requires new buildings to meet new demands, and as our 
complex civilisation advances. 


We are living at a time when scientific knowledge is surging forward and society 
expects architects to adapt themselves to this technical approach to its activities. 
The community with its urgent needs and its rigid economy makes new and exact- 


efficiency rather than aesthetics, and there is a real danger that the good architect, 
unless he is also the efficient architect, will fail to leave his mark on the con- 
temporary scene. 


The architect now operates in an essentially economic context, contracting to 
meet clearly defined needs and to spend vast sums in return for an agreed reward, 
whether fee or salary, like other professional men. (He must, of course, strive 
for grace and beauty too, for that is an important reason for employing him at all.) 


Mostly the client is paying us to meet his specific needs, only rarely is he also 
providing patronage to enable us to express ourselves. The efficiency of the 
architect as a business man, spending his client’s money wisely, is, therefore, a 
perfectly respectable subject for us to rate highly, and needs no apology; for the 
sooner it becomes universal for architects to care as much for their reputations 
with clients as for their reputations among those fellow architects who happen 
to share their aesthetic judgment, the better. 


It is of the first importance that members of the architectural profession should 
gain the respect and confidence of members of the public by consistently meeting 
practical needs with the utmost efficiency: provide the clients with a building 
which functions well and is built within the agreed limits of time and price, and 
they will be much more likely to follow the architect in matters of taste. 


It follows that, if the architect is to be recognised and accepted without challenge 
as the leader of the building team, he must conduct his own practice with a full 
realisation that efficiency and productivity are not vague generalisations but real 
and practical problems which need his urgent and continuing attention. Efficiency 
is concerned with the whole business of architectural practice, both private and 
official, and with many other matters not concerned with the direct running of an 
office, but which condition and influence the method of practice and the architect’s 
part in the building industry as a whole. 


The conference papers include articles on ‘ Architectural Management’ by 
W. Sinclair Gauldie and Arthur F. S. Wright, who have set out a method study 
they have evolved to suit their office and conditions of practice. They outline 
the problem by considering ‘ information’ as it concerns the architect at the pre- 
contract stage; next, decision and drawings, the method by which the architect 
communicates his design to the client and builder. They finally deal with super- 
vision and control. In their article the subject of office management is treated in 
considerable detail, but it is primarily the main principles which need discussion 
and elaboration at the Conference. Most offices have evolved their own office 
organisation, but as conditions constantly change, it is wise to review the means 
of office management used in practices of various size, and by discussion see 
whether re-organisation and change is needed in the interests of efficiency. 


Good management is essential to the efficient working of a practice, official or 


private. It has been said that management cannot produce good architecture, 
but there is no doubt that it can help to create conditions in which good architecture 
can flourish. A good organisation, well administered, can give architects more 
time for their real job—the designing of buildings.

The Official Architect 


The purpose, then, of this paper is to 
comment briefly on certain aspects of the 
subject ‘Efficiency and the Architect’ 
more especially from the official architect’s 
point of view, in order to promote a use- 
ful discussion. In 1958, out of a total of 
£1,200 million worth of building work 
carried out in Great Britain, Government 
and local authorities were responsible for 
over £500 million. Official practices, 
therefore, are responsible for a large pro- 
portion of the country’s building work 
and it is essential that the architect's part 
in this work should be carried out with 
the greatest possible degree of efficiency. 

Official practice enjoys the advantage 
of having an assured programme of work 
and of operating within the framework 
of an authority in which financial and 
administrative methods are already 
organised. However, its flexibility must 
be limited by the fact that it is a part of 
a very much larger organisation with 
established rules and procedures, as well 
as having to conform to staff establish- 
ments and national salary scales. 

The continuing programmes of hous- 
ing and schools have meant that official 
practices have secured considerable 
knowledge and experience in dealing 
with the specialist design problems 
involved. The larger authorities can effec- 
tively conduct user research to supple- 
ment official guidance received through 
Ministry handbooks and other agencies 
This information greatly assists efficiency 
by reducing the research time needed in 
the early stages of the project.

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HE’site earmarked by the Cardiff Corporation for this 

licensed hotel on the corner of Minehead-road and 
Countisbury-avenue, was not over-large, having consider- 
ation to car parking. This restricted the actual area for 
building so the first floor lounge was placed approximately 
3 ft. 6 in. above the general level of the site and on the 
top of the cellar and skittle alley. 

The public bar is situated on the genera! level of the car 
park and between the lounge and public bar is a service 
corridor with short flights of steps down to the bar and then 
to the cellar. 

Access to the licensee’s quarters on the first floor is from 
a private hallway on the side of the building with an en- 
closed compound giving the licensee plenty of storage and a 
car port. 

The skittle alley adjoins the cellar with a short flight of 
steps leading up to the main entrance unit with high level 
windows in one-way glass to give natural light. 

The lounge floor has a patterned design in lino tiles with 
an inset carpet at one end. The ceiling is at two levels, the 
lower section enclosing the bar and the entrance to the 
lounge and has a decorative plaster cornice applied. 

Features include a massive copper canopy at the fireplace 
end, an illuminated rectangular bay window and a zig-zag 
bar front which gives a great chance of intimate conver- 
sation. The walls are in part exposed rich red facing bricks 
pointed horizontally with the remainder decorated in 
pastel shades. 

Lighting generally is subdued there being one chandelier 
unit and the remainder wall brackets. The backfitting has 


been constructed on the curve to direct towards the 
entrance hall and is faced with peach mirrors. A section 
has been allowed for snacks. The entrance to the lounge, 
being at higher level, is formed by two flights of steps and a 
verandah with a high level window at one end of the 
verandah looking into the Offsales. 


The public bar ceiling is at three levels, creating at the 
servery end a large canopy on the face of which are pro- 
jecting barrels. The ceiling is lower over the entrance and 
there is a rectangular inset adjoining a large circular bay 
set up 6 in. above the main bar floor. There is a large 
copper canopy with a dog grate fire on a stone hearth and 
the surround is built in facing bricks. The floor is mainly 
heather brown quarry tiles with a cream joint and the centre 
is of random coloured lino tiles. The bar front is com- 
pletely in copper with beaten panels and polished copper 
half-circle verticals. There is a low-level window in a 
one-way glass looking down into the skittle alley and pro- 
vision has been made for a separate darts area with 
television in the opposite corner. 


Externally, emphasis has been placed on a large stack 
with horizontally pointed joints. The roof is in dark green 
pantiles. Dormer windows with copper cheeks and roofs 
have been provided to the licensee’s quarters and the 
external walls are built in multi-red bricks with panelled 
areas finished in White Spar dash. All woodwork has 
been painted a light grey with the exception of hardwoods 
which are polished. The house has been built for 
Messrs Mitchell & Butler, the Birmingham brewers.

2—Birmingham and Lichfield

WAS now attuned to the thriving 

prosperity of the Midlands, and having 
been thoroughly purged by my experience 
in Coventry of all quaint ideas of provincial 
backwaters in this part of England, I now 
headed for Birmingham, the second largest 
city and the motorists’ nightmare. By dint 
of tortuous manceuvring through one-way 
streets amidst four streams of tangled 
traffic, we eventually arrived at our hotel. 
But oh! what a fall was here! No 
Leofrics in Birmingham ! In the bedroom 
of my hotel, which from Automobile 
Association statistics appears to be one of 
the best in the town, I was able to study the 
accumulation of pipes which had gone to 
the plumbing of the corner wash-basin 
with its two dripping taps. A _ soiled 
flowered carpet covered the floor and wall- 
paper depicting falling autumn leaves 
adorned the walls : nondescript draperies 
hung forlornly at the window and the 
furniture was the cheapest and shoddiest 
possible. All this was to be had for 
£3 17s. 6d. a night, the charge for a double 
room, which I knew because it said so on 
the ticket of instructions presented to me 
on arrival which laid down quite firmly 
what I might and might not do. It really 
is time that this business of hotels and 
hotel management received some effective 
public notice. 


A Remedy For Birmingham 


However, if any architect ever finds him- 
self facing the grimmer side of life in 
Birmingham, there is a very simple remedy. 
All he has to do is to inveigle ALWYN 
SHEPPARD Fiber, the City Architect, into 
taking dinner with him, and his evening is 
made. If he is very lucky, he may even be 
taken back to Fidler’s charming new house, 
set in beautiful park-like surroundings, and 
be given the chance to sit on his terrace 
whilst it is still light, partaking of his 
hospitality and gazing down his lovely 
garden. This is peace in the heart of 
Birmingham and only ten minutes’ drive 
from the central traffic. 

Sheppard Fidler combines an infectious 
sense of humour with sound commonsense 
and high architectural skill, and the City 
Councillors should pass an annual motion 
of self-congratulation for having chosen 
him. He is very aware of the difficulty of 
the problems which lie before him: he 
knows there is much commercial work 
which he cannot control, as money 
interests are very powerful in this industrial 
centre, but he nevertheless manages to 
make his influence felt in an unobtrusive 
way. He is to be admired for the 
enthusiasm and skill which he brings to 
the very long-term plan which he has 
formulated, and already with his housing 
and schools and his great scheme for the 
town centre, he is beginning to make his 
mark. The most that any of us can really 
hope for in large over-built industrial 
centres and crowded cities like this, is to 
find some jewels of architecture amidst the 
worn-out and dejected setting of old

building, and I have the idea that Sheppard 
Fidler will achieve all this and more. 

I visited LEONARD MULTON in his office 
in Edgbaston about two miles from the 
centre of the city and practically in the open 
country. One of the pleasantest things 
about Birmingham is that you can so 
quickly leave the city behind and reach the 
surrounding country. Multon is one of 
the architects who is working into the 
pattern of things set by Sheppard Fidler, 
by which I mean he is sympathetic to the 
work of the town and can therefore contri- 
bute to the master plan in his own work, 
be it large or small. His use of materials 
plays an important part in his design, and 
he is a master at modelling his buildings in 
three dimensions ; you feel that whatever 
size they may be they are always related to 
human requirements. He has a delightful 
office and works in an environment which 
is conducive to quiet thinking. 

Multon is an example of the Londoner 
who has moved to Birmingham since the 
war and built up a good sound practice 
there. He invited me to speak with some 
of his staff, some of whom had left local 
government and official offices to join him 
and they all assured me that the atmosphere 
of work in private practice such as his was 
quite different from anything they had 
known in a public office where it is so easy 
to feel you have lost your identity. 

From Multon’s office I went to my first 
meeting with a Birmingham builder. I had 
been invited to lunch by J. A. WHITTALL 
of W. J. Whittall & Son, Ltd., and I went 
to join him at his office. I am sure he will 
forgive me when I say I felt I had the 
experience of walking into a stage set. I 
have visited many builders’ offices in my 
day, from the small cubby-hole next to the 
joiner’s shop to the chromium-plated 
palace of the magnate, but this was some- 
thing different from either. Here was a 
building of no external pretensions where 
I was received into a modern panelled 
lobby with exotic plants and flowers, by a 
uniformed commissionaire who showed me 
into a tiny but adequate waiting room, 
from whence I was escorted to an office 
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and received by Mr. Whittall himself, a 
fine handsome man with a welcoming 
smile and a hearty handshake. The room 
was small, but even so I could not take in 
at once all that happened there. My first 
glance told me that it was panelled out 
with cupboards, that there was a centre 
table and chairs of solid but modern design, 
that there was a rather charming cigarette 
box on the table, also a photograph of his 
wife and a bowl of exquisite flowers, 
beautifully arranged, which seemed to 
indicate that Mr. Whittall was a man of 
the country, a surmise which later proved 
to be correct. The room was a complete 
exhibition of the kind of good workman- 
ship which one always hopes to get and 
seldom does, but I had the idea that Mr. 
Whittall could deliver the goods. The 
room seemed entirely absorbed by his size 
and presence and when I spotted some 
heavy dumb-bells on the floor I could not 
make up my mind whether these were for 
getting his weight down or his muscles up. 


Adam and Georgian 


This room led into a smaller room con- 
taining a cocktail bar, wireless, television, 
and further on still to a pied-a-terre for use 
after evening functions. The Managing 
Director, Mr. TAYLor, a small man by 
comparison, was accommodated in an 
Adam room and Mr. Whittall’s brother in 
a Georgian room, while the staff occupied 
up-to-date offices with plate glass parti- 
tions. 

Lunch in a private room at the Queens 
Hotel reminded me very much of the 
American custom of business entertaining. 
The discussion again spread over a wide 
range of current building topics from the 
need for a better training for foremen and 
more highly qualified clerks of works, two 
subjects which I found in everyone’s mind, 
to the shortage of common bricks and the 
package building deal. We also spoke of 
the influx of the large London builders 
whose names are to be seen everywhere, 
and the effect of this on local labour. 

I next saw a young architect, JOHN 
MADIN, who was born in Birmingham and

trained at the Birmingham School. I was 
glad to meet a young architect working in 
his native town like this. He has a most 
attractive office and an ever-growing prac- 
tice which I am sure he deserves, as he has 
built it up over a very few years by sheer 
skill and ability, much aided, I am sure, by 
his own natural charm and personality. 
The only vital thing to him and his keen- 
as-mustard staff was Architecture with a 
very capital A. The trials of building up 
a practice, the reorganisation of the 
profession and the RIBA balance sheet 
were all matters of secondary importance 
to the all-absorbing and exciting matter of 
designing buildings. How I would like to 
see more young men of ability like this 
applying themselves to good private prac- 
tice and absorbing themselves in it, instead 
of spending their talents and energy in 
contriving elaborate schemes for guarding 
their interests and securing pensions! The 
designing of buildings is the only interest 
that matters to an architect and pensions 
secure themselves for those who give their 
all to their work. This was the sort of vital 
young practice which makes me proud to 
be an architect. It raises the profession to 
its rightful place at the head of the building 
team, instead of the mediocre grovelling 
position somewhere in the middle region 
of the building industry where some would 
let it lie. Here were men doing the job to 
the full limit of their working capacity, and 
doing it well: no ‘ad hoc’ committee is 
needed to set them right. I did not know 
that I was coming to Birmingham to find 
anew that same spirit of adventure which 
had set me on the road as a youth. 


Builder— Craftsmen 


The last visit of a very busy day was to 
the brothers Sapcote of the building 
firm of William Sapcote & Sons, Ltd. 
Now I was back to the real building of 
my nostalgic fancy, the honest- 
to-goodness firm 
who perform a 
public service and 
will build your 
cathedral or put a 
new washer on 
your tap. No spit 
and polish here : 
it would have been 
out of character 
with the firm, and 
the firm was cer- 
tainly one of char- 
acter. I wished I 
could have stayed 
longer to talk to 
these two builder- 
craftsmen from 
whom I could 
learn so much. | 
was interested to 
know how they 
felt about the 
‘tower-crane’ 
builders coming to 
Birmingham to do 
so much of the 
work there, but 
they told me they 
did not mind this, 
provided the 
invaders did not 
disorganise the 


local labour force or poach on_ the 
preserves of the local firms. I felt these 
were the sort of builders you would 
intuitively trust and I would enjoy working 
with them. 

My last evening in Birmingham was 
spent in yet another architect’s delightful 
home in the lovely country of Warwickshire 
where I was entertained by Leonard 
Multon and his wife in their very charming 
new home. How pleasant the modern 
architect's home has become with its air of 
spacious simplicity, its well-chosen fabrics 
and ample lighting. The Multons’ home 
is a particularly happy example of all that 
is best in modern home design, and I 
would gladly entrust Multon with any 
house of mine. 


Architecture with Human Values 


After visiting such pleasant houses in 
Birmingham, it would be churlish of me to 
complain any more about my hotel, but 
when I returned to the dreary bedroom I 
could not but spare a passing thought for 
the poor travellers in Birmingham who had 
no architect friends. Before leaving the city 
I was taken out to the Hawkesley Farm 
Moat Estate by Mr. Wixpe of the City 
Architect’s Department and I found this 
charming, thoughtful in its conception and 
human in its values. Part of the original 
moat had been kept and turned to good 
account, and I thought how fortunate it is 
for an architect when he is able to incor- 
porate water in his design. (And thinking 
of water, how I would like to see the canal 
in Birmingham dealt with more imagina- 
tively.) I was pleased to see a community 
centre had been included in the scheme and 
I was still more pleased to be told that they 
have these on all their estates and that they 
are much used and enjoyed. I have 
battled in vain for community centres on 
countless London housing developments. 

Mr. SHERIDAN-SHEDDEN, the Deputy 
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Architect, kindly took me round another 
estate where large houses had been taken 
down but their gardens and fine trees had 
been preserved in an open mixed develop- 
ment incorporating tall blocks of good 
design. 

I eventually had to tear myself. away 
from Birmingham. I had found it really 
stimulating to see so much serious and 
thoughtful work going on and all within a 
long-term plan to which the City Architect 
and his staff, as well as his colleagues in 
private practice, were giving constant 
thought and dedicated service. I believe it 
would be difficult to find another town 
outside London where so big a job is being 
tackled with such skill and patience and 
with such a measure of success, and I 
thought how good it is for the general 
development of a town when the local 
authority’s architectural department does 
not attempt to design all its work within its 
own four walls but has the wisdom to 
invite the collaboration of the local archi- 
tects in private practice. 

My next stop was at Lichfield where | 
called on J. R. Deacon, Ltp., a local firm 
of builders of high repute, and there I was 
welcomed by Mr. HANpForpD. If I were 
allowed to write my own epitaph, I think 
I would like to say * He fell among crafts- 
men’, for it has so frequently been my 
most happy lot to do so. In the midst of 
all their other building work, Deacons 
were making all the timber members—and 
what members they were !—for the re- 
construction of a tithe barn for York 
Guildhall under the direction of the 
London architects, MILNER AND CRAZE. 
These were being fitted together out in the 
open, but they were all going to be taken 
to pieces again for carting to York and 
re-assembly to replace the old which had 
been burnt out. I am quite sure they would 
last another 300 years. 


Builder Invaders 


Once again we talked of the large firm 
of London builders who were invading the 
local business. Here I found that the local 
firms were not happy about it, especially 
when they found London firms taking on 
work for clients for whom they had them- 
selves worked for years, but at the same 
time they had to admit that the London 
firms had beaten them on cost. This was 
something to think about. 

1 was bound for Burton-on-Trent, 
where I had an appointment with another 
builder, Mr. IAN RoBERTSON of Thomas 
Lowe & Sons, Ltd., who showed me a very 
fine modern factory which they had just 
completed. I had rather expected to find 
them building breweries, but I was told 
that the number of breweries had 
diminished and other industries were 
taking their place. Mr. Robertson took 
me to his club, an old stone building with 
smatterings of half timber work, built on 
the site of an old monastery, remains of 
which were still to be seen. Once again, 
as is inevitable in wandering through 
England, I was back to the medieval.

HIS school is planned in two 

blocks with four classrooms, an 
assembly hall and the staff accom- 
modation in the major block, with 
the kitchen and dining hall forming 
an individual unit. 

In order to cut the circulation 
space to a minimum the classrooms 
are planned as interlocking ‘T’ 
shapes, entered from two lobbies 
which are also used as cloakrooms. 
Each lobby also has a set of toilets.

The dining block is intended to 
serve both the new school and also 
the existing junior school on the 
adjacent site. The boiler house is 
situated below ground between the 
two new wings.

11 in. cavity walls have been used in 
conjunction with the ‘ Derwent’ 
panels. The water tower is con- 
structed with a tubular steel frame- 
work, shot-blasted and zinc-sprayed.

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It is painted in primary colours and 
also contains the boiler stack pipe 
and the vertical duct carrying the 
exhaust, flow and return pipes to the 
water storage tanks. 

The school is heated by a low 
pressure hot water system with a 
combination of radiators and 
‘Vectair’ units in the classrooms. 
The boiler is oil-fired. 

Internally, finishes include three- 
coat work egg-shell gloss finish to 


the walls and two coats of emulsion 
paint on the ceilings. Floors gener- 
ally are 4.5 mm. linoleum tiles except 
for the kitchen and store rooms, 
which are finished with heather 
brown quarry tiles.

Electric Floor Warming Costs

IR,.—In your issue of May 22, page 

939, in *‘ Technical Review,’ there is a 
paragraph headed ‘ Heating * dealing with 
electric floor warming costs. 

In this paragraph you quote certain 
weekly running costs and comment that 
these figures are considered low. This 
gives the impression that the quoted 
figures are unusually low, but we would 
point out that in our Press release, from 
which we assume you have taken your 
information, we state ‘Mr. Moule con- 
cluded by saying that one of the most 
outstanding things about the all-electric 
flats which have been in operation for a 
full year or more was the consistently low 
overall average cost of electricity.”

IR,—In your * Technical Review’ of 
May 22 you publish a note from the 
British Electrical Development Associa- 
tion claiming low running costs for elec- 
trical floor warming. This note is grossly 
misleading in several respects. 
1. It conveys that unaided off-peak floor 
warming is satisfactory in the Kirkcaldy and 
Pilton, Edinburgh, flats. 


2. It disregards the fact that at Kirkcaldy 
tenants depend to a large extent on the 2 kW 
electric fires installed in all living rooms and 
that some of the tenants use paraffin heaters 


3. It disregards the fact that at Pilton 
many of the tenants use paraffin heaters 
and electric fires (purchased at their own 
expense) instead of floor heating. 


4. It does not state that the * average 
weekly ’ cost of electricity is averaged among 
both those using and those not using the 
floor heating system and that the cost is 
averaged over the whole 52 weeks, not 
merely the heating season. 


5. It does not state that the cost of off- 
peak current in Scotland is only 0.8d. com 
pared with 1.05d. or more per unit in London, 


Floor warming in these flats has been the 
subject of correspondence in the December 
18 and January | issue of the Electrical 
Times, and a paper on floor heating fallacies 
and rational design data, which was briefly 
reviewed in the Electrical Times on March 
12 and Engineering on May 1, is due to 
appear in the July issue of the Journal of 
the Institution of Heating and Ventilating 
Engineers. It is to be hoped that this will 
lead to the publication of specific evidence 
bearing not only on the proper use of off- 
peak electricity for public authority flats. 
but also on room planning in relation to the 
economic use of this form of heating. 


E.D.A. would serve a more useful purpose 
by publishing concurrent records of outdoor 
and indoor temperatures obtained with un- 
aided off-peak floor heating in the Kirkcaldy 
three-apartment living rooms, which have 


three sides exposed to outdoors, and the two 
apartment living rooms which have only one 
exposed wall.

Accidents in Industry 


fo the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Mr. G. Chris Jones has asked me 
to thank you for the very fine report 
of the speech made at his recent installa- 
tion as President of the Federation of 
Painting Contractors (The Builder of 
May 29, page 976). On reading the fifth 
paragraph of the report, however, it is 
possible that a misunderstanding may 
arise from your précis of Mr. Jones’s 
comments either by taking the fatal acci- 
dent figure of 211 to apply to the industry 
as a whole, or to this company in particu- 
lar. 

In actual fact, the Jetter referred to by Mi 
Jones in his speech was a report on the 
number of fatal accidents in all trades 
engaged on the construction of power 
stations over the past nine years. This 
report was circulated to all contractors 
engaged on contracts for power stations, and 
this included ourselves (although none of 
the accidents concerned operatives employed 
by this company). 

What Mr. Jones actually said was:— For 
some considerable time my company has 
been engaged on the painting of new power 
stations and because of this fact, we have 
received early this month a letter enclosing 
an appalling list of workpeople killed on 
power stations. I wil] read the heading and 


total only: “ The Electricity Council, Indus- 
trial Relations Department (Safety): Fatal 
Accidents to Contractors’ Employees 


Engaged On Power Station Construction 
1949-1958. Total fatalities to Contractors’ 
Men in 9 Years—211.” There is a downward 
trend shown and I do hope this will con- 
tinue, as so many of the accidents are 
preventable.’

Craching Glass in Window Frames

The Building Research Station Digest 
No. 104, November, 1957, states: * Investi 
gation has shown that cracking is always 
associated with rusting in the window 
frames,’ and goes on to give a detailed speci- 
fication, with illustrations, as to how the 
defect may be remedied.

HIS hotel has been built for the Merchant Navy 

Welfare Board in order to provide accommodation 
for Merchant Seamen visiting the Port of Swansea. It 
is built on simple concrete foundations and has a 
structural steel frame. The floors and flat roof are in 
‘ Hollow Tile’ and curtain walling has been used for the 
major portion of the elevations to St. Helen’s-road and

George-street. The walls around the internal area at the 
rear are also in curtain walling. The opaque infill panels 
in the curtain walling are ‘ Vitrolite’ and the solid 
external walls are faced with quarzite which has also been 
used as cladding for the columns in certain places. 

The heating system detains low pressure hot water 
from a thermostatically controlled oil-fired boiler. The 
boiler and its fuel store are in the basement. 

Public rooms on the ground floor and in the basement 
include a lounge and bar, restaurant, games room and 
television room. The three upper floors are residential 
and are grouped around the central staircase and lifts.

T= is thought to be the first puppet theatre in Great 

Britain and was required to harmonise with the 
centuries-old residence, Aberhod, and to create within the 
foyer and externally a 20th century design to contrast with 
the world of yesteryear and the make-believe of puppetry 
which has been expressed in the theatrical Renaissance 
interior of the auditorium. 

The theatre comprises green room, puppet stage, apron 
stage, auditorium with raked seating for 126 persons, foyer, 
box office and toilets, and has been built in the wooded 
grounds of Aberhod on the site of three derelict cottages, 
the front and rear stone walls of which now form the 
flanking walls of the auditorium to accord with the client’s 
wishes. 

The stone walls, either existing or new built from salvaged 
material, are lined in the auditorium with plasterboard on 
impregnated timber framing and roofing felt to provide a 
true surface for the fibrous plaster work. 

Other walls are framed timber clad with western red 
cedar and glazed panels utilising patent glazing bars and 
glazing direct to stone walls, floors, etc. Other windows are 
pivoted sash EJMA section. 

Floors generally are solid concrete, reinforced where 
.aked and the roof structure comprises 6 in. x 4 in. seg- 
mental laminated timber ribs with 2 in. ‘Stramit’ boarding 
and 3-layer built up roofing felt. 


Finishes in the foyer are a harlequin coloured rubber 
tile floor, variegated hardwood in narrow widths to box 
office and toilet block wall faces, with the other walls in 
stone and glass. The auditorium floor finishes are cork 
tiles on the gangways and * Colourphalt.’ The rear wall 


has diagonal acoustic tiles and the other walls mock 
marbled fibrous plaster work representing an arcade on 
each flank wall. The ceiling is plasterboarded to rib 
soffits and gilded. The fore stage is covered in sheet rubber 
and the,backstage is in ‘ Colourphalt.’ 
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The ventilation is by a simple exhaust system utilising 
‘Vent Axia’ fans. Heating is by electric tubular heaters 
thermostatically controlled. 

Che estimated cost was £5,500, the contract sum being 
£5,887 inclusive of site works and demolition but excluding 
seating. 

Instructions were taken from the client in February, 
1958, the contract on quantities was signed on April 10 
and work was completed in time for the scheduled opening 
date of July 7, 1958.

91st Annual Report of the Council 

AN increase in membership during the 

year of 330, making a grand total for 
1959 of 22,091 members, is recorded in 
the 91st annual report of the Council of 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, which was presented at the Insti- 
tution’s annual general meeting, held in 
London on June 8 

In regard to the Appointments Register the 
report states that at the beginning of 1958, 
there was a gradual increase in the number 
of vacancies in England and Wales for mem- 
bers qualified in the valuation and building 
surveying sections. Many of the progressive 
posts were with expanding commercial and 
industrial undertakings. Unlike the preceding 
five years, there was a noticeable decline in 
the number of overseas appointments. Many 
Colonial Service posts were offered on 
a contract basis only, with little prospect of 
permanency. Many inquiries from senior 
and junior corporate members resident over- 
seas were received as to the prospects of 
employment in the United Kingdom. A con- 
siderable number of valuers, quantity sur- 
veyors and trainees from the Dominions and 
Colonies have secured appointments in 
Britain through the Register. 

Over 1,500 persons were interviewed by 
the Appointments Officer. In the quantity 
surveying section, 97 vacancies were filled 
by members, probationers and students, 25 
pupils and trainees were placed and three 
partnerships were arranged. For building 
surveying the figures were, respectively, 77, 
15 and nil. | 

Building surveying, says the report, is 
receiving imcreased recognition, and many 
industrial bodies have decided to appoint 
their own building surveyors. Only a few 
overseas vacancies occurred, and it is difficult 
to forecast future prospects in this sphere. 

During the early part of the session, 
vacancies for quantity surveyors were 
limited, but the position improved following 
the easing of financial restrictions in July, 
1958, Most of the openings are for young 
‘ takers-off’ and the experienced man of 35 
to 40 has found it more difficult to secure a 
progressive appointment. Salaries have re- 
mained reasonably static for all grades of 
assistants. 


Quantity Surveyors Committee 


The following points are taken from the 
annual report of the Quantity Surveyors 
Committee, which is published as an annex 
to the main report: 

Cost Research Panel.—-The Panel's report 
on the cost of Houses and Flats in England 
and Wales was submitted to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, with the 
four supporting papers published previously. 
The report has been made available to all 
the larger loca! authorities in England and 
Wales and has also been published in The 
Chartered Surveyor. 

In order to increase the resources of the 
Panel, its membership was increased during 
the session by the addition of six chartered 
quantity surveyors. 

For the co-ordination of their future work, 
the Panel has established two sub- 
committees: the first to study quantity sur- 
veying techniques and the second to con- 
centrate on design cost research. 


Joint Consultative Committees of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders——The 
Institution’s representatives have been 
actively engaged in the work of the Joint 
Committees, both national and regional, 
together with their sub-committees, on such 
diverse matters as standard forms of estimate 
and nomination for nominated  sub- 
contractors, code of tendering procedure, and 
serial and parallel working. 

Professional Fees.—The Committee have 
begun a revision of the scale of professional 
charges for quantity surveying services. The 
Committee have negotiated with the London 
County Council a fee scale for incorporating 
location notes in bills of quantities, 

Education—The Committee have con- 
sidered a number of points in connection 
with the education and examination of 
quantity surveyors, including the appoint- 
ment of examiners in quantities and allied 
subjects. They are also examining the quan- 
tity surveyors’ aspect of the review of educa- 
tional policy now being made by the Institu- 
tion as a whole. 

Standard Method of Measurement.—The 
Joint Committee have had many meetings 
and hope to issue the revised Standard 
Method of Measurement during the coming 
Session. The Quantity Surveyors Committee 
have set up a sub-committee to study the 
question of possible simplification without 
prejudice to the publication of the new 
edition. 

Junior Organisation Quantity Surveyors 
Committee——The Committee received with 
interest a report by the Junior Organisation 
Quantity Surveyors Committee on their 
transactions during the session.

COST CONTROL AND TEACHERS 
IN RECOGNISED SCHOOLS 


Seminar at Bristol 


URSUING their policy of holding 
advanced courses for the benefit of 
teachers in Recognised Schools of Architec- 
ture, the Schools Committee of the RIBA 
Board of Architectural Education is organis- 
ing a two-day Seminar on Cost Control 
from Wednesday evening to Friday after- 
noon, October 21-23, at the Royal West of 
England Academy School of Architecture, 
Bristol. The chairman of the course will be 
Mr. R. Baden Hellard, and detailed arrange- 
ments are in the hands of Mr. Evelyn Freeth, 
Head of the Bristol School of Architecture. 
As at the previous seminar on ‘ Heating,’ 
members are to be restricted to one teacher 
from each of the Recognised Schools of 
Architecture, and it is hoped that those who 
attend will go back with a clearer idea of 
how cost consciousness may be brought into 
the curriculum at their schools. 

The course will be organised under two 
main headings: ‘ Cost Consciousness’ and 
* Budgetary Planning.” The papers for the 
first will be by Professor J. V. Connolly 
(Director of the Sundridge Park Manage- 
ment Centre); Mr. V. H. Johnson (builder) 
and Mr. Bernard Heaphy (senior contracts 
manager, Bovis Ltd.). For the second, they 
will be Mr. J. Nisbet (chief quantity sur- 
veyor, the War Office) and Mr. W. J. 
Reiners (Building Research Station). 

The lectures will be followed by group 
discussions, and a winding-up discussion at 
which Professor Denis Harper will take the 
chair. The purpose of these discussions is 
to allow time to hammer out the best ways 
of overcoming the difficulties of bringing 
cost consciousness into schools of architec- 
ture. 

The seminar papers will be published sub- 
sequently in book form. Further particulars 
concerning cost, accommodation, and so on, 
will be issued later.

LXXXV.—Finishings (1) 
A LITTLE while ago I had 

pleasurable experience of visiting 
an exhibition of the work of a Danish 
architect. I am not going to discuss the 
merits of the exhibition, which was ade- 
quately done at the time by others, but I 
would say in passing that it was very 
beautifully displayed. The point that 
chiefly struck me, and the fellow archi- 
tects with whom I have discussed it all 
agree with me on it, was that the general 
finish of the work was of a much higher 
quality than a great deal that we have 
accepted here since the war. 

I do not belong to the school of 
thought which would have it that it is 
necessary to go abroad to find the best in 
building: far from it, for I am an 
upholder of the faith that our proud tra- 
dition of craftsmanship and skill must be 
a continuing one. Nevertheless, I was 
greatly impressed by the overall clearness 
and tidiness of the work which I saw so 
well illustrated in the exhibition; arrises 
were true, overhanging projections level, 
the finish around windows was neat and 
tidy, interiors sharp and accurate, and it 
was evident that great care had been 
taken by skilful workmen to achieve this 
almost immaculate finish. Where brick- 
work was used, this was designed with 
care; the bond was thoughtfully worked 
out and built with precision. 

Another exhibition which could be seen 
elsewhere during the same period dis- 
played the entire reverse of these quali- 
ties. Solids were rough and rugged; con- 
crete was left uneven from rough shutter- 
ing; window openings were crude, and 
where brickwork was used, no thought 
had been given to the bond or the laying; 
roughness only was required. The 
interiors were uneven with a coarse tex- 
ture, and the building had the total 
appearance of being rough-hewn. 

The comparison was so marked that I 
could not help thinking how impossible it 
would be for a workman trained in one 
school to work successfully in the other. 
The primitive men who built Stonehenge 
and the medieval men who built the 
Nuraghe, gradually developed their skill 
until it culminated in the Greek precision 
and the exquisite and intricate vaulting of 
the Gothic period. For generations now 
the workmen in this country have been 
trained to do exquisite work, and the 
quality of finish of our buildings has 
depended on the time and money avail- 
able. 

Since the war we have had a big build- 
ing programme, bigger 
perhaps than any other 
European country. But 
we have had a shortage 
of craftsmen so that men 
have been employed in 
a senior capacity who 
have not had the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining the 
experience to be gained 
by working under the 
guidance of experts at 
the end of their appren- 


ticeship. In addition, we have insisted on 
greater speed and adopted shorter work- 
ing hours: we have been impelled by our 
clients to cut our costs, sacrificing almost 
essentials in the effort, and the result of 
all this is that the finish of our work has 
deteriorated considerably. 


From a Special Correspondent 


(THE eleventh Congress of the Inter- 
national Hospital Federation was 
held in Edinburgh on June 1-5 and had a 
record attendance of about 700 delegates 
from 45 countries. The last congress was 
in Lisbon in 1957 and the next will be 
in Venice in 1961. 

The papers were varied and full and 
centred round the theme of efficient 
management in all aspects of the hospital 
service. The question of briefing the 
architect in the building of new hospitals 
was not forgotten. The well-staged dis- 
cussion groups called forth a valuable 
body of exchange of fact, experience and 
opinion. The Federation and the Scot- 
tish organising committee are to be 
congratulated on the success of the 
congress. 

The flexible layout of the Assembly 
Rooms and Music Hall in George Street 
makes an ideal framework for a confer- 
ence, but the seating in the Music Hall 
is overdue for replacement. Edinburgh 
is bound to grow in importance as a 
world centre for International confer- 
ences and a few thousand pounds spent 
on some of Edinburgh Corporation’s 
furnishings would soon be repaid a 
hundredfold. 


‘ Planning for the Patient’ 

This congress was also notable for a 
fine exhibition of hospital ward planning 
prepared by a special Architectural Com- 
mittee and designed by Mr. J. R. 
Notman, ARIBA, Glasgow. The theme 
was ‘Planning for the patient’ and it 
was illustrated by new ward blocks built 
or under construction or planned in 
Great Britain since the war. 

The whole setting and the standard of 
presentation of the exhibition was excep- 
tionally high. 

After an introductory section in which 
it was stated that British architects, 
doctors, nurses and administrators are 
now studying ward design with the 
thoroughness of Miss Nightingale, the 
exhibition set out to illustrate two main 
ideas, the environment and amenity of 
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The only reward we can hope for from 
this parsimonious cheeseparing is dis- 
satisfied clients, but I think we have 
touched bottom in this respect and I see 
in our new buildings the dawn of a new 
light.

the patient and the working of the ward. 
The final section consisted of a mosaic 
of model photos of some of the 45 whole 
hospitals now under construction or on 
the British architect's drawing board. 

Good ward planning strikes a balance 
between the isolation that some patients 
either like or need and continuous obser- 
vation by the nurse. Rooms or bays are 
now seldom planned for more than 4 or 6 
beds, and up to one quarter of the total 
number of beds may be in single rooms. 
The importance of the Nurses’ Station, 
the need for much day space because 
of early ambulation and the therapeutic 
value of good lighting and colour and 
absence of noise were illustrated by 
means of plans, photographs and models 
of 14 hospitals. 

The size of a nursing unit used to be 

accepted as 30 or 32 beds. Today the 
increased tempo of modern medicine, 
demanding more intensive care, makes a 
smaller group desirable. New wards 
planned as a single unit usually have 28 
beds or less. A new kind of plan is being 
developed—the bi-focal ward—in which 
two comparatively small nursing groups 
each share the use of the major ancillary 
rooms. 
_ This arrangement is more economical 
in running cost—a vital factor—than 
would be the equivalent number of small 
self-contained ward units. Now under- 
going practical tests in several experi- 
mental units, the bi-focal plan may have 
revolutionary effects on ward design. 

It is said in Sweden that the running 

cost of a hospital mounts up to the 
capital cost of building it in four years. 
_ The schemes on view varied surpris- 
ingly and some strenuous efforts had been 
made to get away from the long corridor 
and the institutional plan. The Vale of 
Leven hospital, near Glasgow, the first 
hospital built in Great Britain after 
the war, undoubtedly has simple, pleasant 
and easily run wards. At Slough the hos- 
pital now being planned will have a series 
of L-shaped ward blocks forming little 
gardens. By entering these at the angle 
the architects have cut the corridor vista 
right down, shortened walking distances 
and given flexibility in housing male or 
female patients. Each ward unit in the 
St. Thomas’ reconstruction, finely illus- 
trated by one of the 6 models, will place 
all the noisy ancillary rooms out in a 
central spur which leads to lifts and stairs. 
The Architectural Committee produced 
a large and finely printed booklet illus- 
trating the ward plans shown, and pre- 
faced it by a foreword setting out the 
objectives of ward planning. 





CENTRALLY-MADE BUILDING BY-LAWS 


County Councils’ Views 


County planning authorities, con- 
sulted by Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, on the proposal that the 1,400 
locally made building by-laws in Eng- 
land and Wales should be replaced by a 
set of centrally-made building regulations 
have given the idea a warm, though 
guarded, welcome, writes a correspon- 
dent. 

Through their negotiating body, the 
County Councils’ Association, they say 
they would like to see new regulations 
provided that there is sufficient flexibility 
to enable account to be taken of differing 
local circumstances and to enable use to 
be made of experimental building 
materials and methods. 

The Association say that the regula- 
tions should be so drafted as to permit 
additions or omissions to cover local or 
regional differences. ; 

For example, in stone country dif- 
ferent provisions might be necessary 
from those in areas where stone is not 
local material. 

Varying climatic or other particular 
local conditions may necessitate different 
treatment in such matters as the fol- 
lowing : 

(a) Some areas require use of cement 
mortar only in the construction of chimney 
stacks as the prevailing wind causes unequal 
shrinkage in lime mortar or gauged mortar 
on the weather side thereby producing the 
familiar leaning chimneys in many southern 
and western towns. ‘This circumstance 
simply does not arise in other areas,’ the 
Association state. 

(b) Depth of foundation will vary to get 
below the frost line and some areas may 
have special requirements to meet particular 
local conditions. 

(c) It is well recognised in the south that 
hollow floors must have a 6 in. thick layer 
of concrete over the site to prevent growth 
(or a lesser thickness if laid on hardcore) 
but this is dealt with further north by a 3 in. 
layer of concrete or a layer of hardcore 
bonded ashes and sealed with 4} in. thickness 
of tar. 

(d) Areas subject to flooding may require 
special loca] regulations. 

(e) Areas subject to mining subsidence 
require special regulations which are 
unnecessary elsewhere. 

(f) Local regulations regarding use of local 
materials are quite unnecessary in other 
areas where such materials do not eccur and 
on economic grounds are never used (e.g., 
china clay, pise de terre). 

(g) building regulations of the London 
County Council and other large cities applic- 
able to multi-storey buildings for factories, 
warehouses and the like would not be 
appropriate in rural areas. 

(h) Speciai local conditions arise, as, for 
example, in Surrey, where for some years 
the spread of long-horn beetle, which attacks 
roof timbers, requiring impregnation of all 
roofing timbers which do not apply else- 
where in the country. 

(i) Special regulations will be necessary for 
some of the worst slum areas so long as 
tenements, back-to-back houses and the 
problems of overcrowding exist. Existing 


conditions in some cities require the recogni- 
tion of what would not be tolerated else- 
where (e.g., provisions as to the minimum 
size of a back yard). 

The Association consider that centrally- 
made regulations must be capable of 
frequent and regular review so that account 
can be taken of changing circumstances, 
both locally and nationally, and they state 
a case also for ample opportunity to be 
given to enable progress by experiment 
through the use of new materials or 
improved methods of construction. 

In support of the introduction of universal 
regulations the Association draw attention 
to the following advantages: 

(a) Their introduction would provide a 
uniform standard of building controls over 
the country as a whole and would not leave 
to the inclination of individual local authori- 
ties the making or reviewing of building by- 
laws. 

(b) Amendments to such regulations could 
be more easily effected by a Government 
department, as circumstances required, 
rather than through the existing 1,400 local 
authorities, and this should result in the 
maintenance of a more up-to-date system of 
building controls. 

(c) The benefit to builders, designers and 
suppliers of materials would be considerable, 
especially to those building firms and 
designers who operate over various parts 
of the country who would thus avoid the 
complications that arise through having to 
read and interpret individually-made by-laws 
to insure that they are designing their works 
in accordance with the requirements of local 
control. 

(d) As indicated in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Building Legislation in Scotland, 
it would be possible for centrally-made 
building regulations to be taught in techni- 
cal colleges and schools throughout the 
country having regard to their proposed 
national application. 

(e) Considerable economy should result 
from the adoption of a single set of regula- 
tions compared with the costly procedure 
whereby local autherities individually pre- 
pare and seek Ministerial approval or 
amendment of local by-laws. 

(f) Under the present system there is 
already a large measure of standardisation as 
a result of conformity with the Ministry’s 
model by-laws, but there is considerable 
unevenness, even within the confines of a 
single county where perhaps 20 or 30 sets of 
local by-laws operate. A standard national 
code designed to achieve uniform minimum 
standards woujd greatly help county coun- 
cils, who are substantial developers, just as it 
would benefit private architects and builders. 


LCC 
Housing for Old People 

IN REPLY to a question put by Miss L., F. 
NETTLEFOLD, concerning the percentage of 
dwellings now being built by the Council 
for the use of old people, Mr. Fiske said, 
* Twenty per cent of all the dwellings now 
being built are suitable for old people 
although at present a small proportion have 
to be used for other purposes. In addition 
there are special schemes, at present rela- 
tively small in number but increasing.’

BRICK SUPPLIES 


Minister of Works on Forthcoming 
Increases in Production 
Sag ered at the opening ceremony of 

the Building Plant Exhibition at Green- 
ford on June 10, the Minister of Works, Mr. 
HuGH MOLSON, said: 

*I want to say a few words about the 
reports of brick shortages in various parts of 
the country. Until the last few weeks I was 
receiving complaints from brickmakers that 
demand was insufficient to keep them going. 
I told them that as a result of the Govern- 
ment’s expansion policy there would be an 
increase in house building. Well, it has 
come rather sooner and more suddenly than 
I had expected. In the case of Fletton 
bricks, demand is at a very high level, despite 
the fact that production by the London Brick 
Company has been maintained at full capa- 
city for twelve months past. I am glad to 
say there will also be increases in production 
next month becoming very substantial by the 
end of the year. So far as other brickmakers 
are concerned I am glad to hear that the 
stocks of which they were complaining so 
recently are now rapidly disappearing. 

‘Apart from docal scarcities, particularly 
of Flettons, the evidence before me does not 
indicate that there is a general brick shortage 
at the present time. So recently as 1954 we 
were able, with success, to carry through a 
reconstruction programme of house building 
and at the same time a very considerable 
programme of other building work. Since 
that time although some of the less efficient 
brickyards have gone out of use there have 
been substantial additions of modern plant. 
With my full support, the industry will so 
far as possible take steps to avoid excessive 
stocking on site and to ensure equitable dis- 
tribution. I do hope that consumers will 
play their part by avoiding excessive ordering 
and stocking. I repeat that brick output is 
running at a high level and is on the 
upgrade.’ 


Mechanising the Small Builder 


In his speech, opening the Exhibition, 
Lorp HaiLsHaM, Lord President of the Coun- 
cil, said that the original object of the Exhi- 
bition—to encourage builders to use more 
mechanical plant—was, nearly fifteen years 
later, still the underlying objective. The 
exhibitors, who had nearly doubled the pre- 
vious record in numbers, included both the 
users of plant and the manufacturers and 
distributors. The Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research had an exhibit ef its 
own put on by the Building Research Statien, 
showing the value of the new perforated 
double brick which it was hoped would 
become popular and be specified by archi- 
tects both in public service and in private 
practice. 

‘For all the size and importance of some 
of the exhibits,’ Lord Hailsham continued, 
‘I would still stress the value of these exhi- 
bitions to the small builder all over the 
country. There is so much small plant 
available now well within the means of the 
small builder that there really is no excuse 
for work not being fully mechanised. Too 
many people still look upon mechanical 
plant as something which only the largest 
firms need or can afford. Precisely the oppo- 
site is really the case. No builder can 
really afford now not be mechanised if he is 
to be fully competitive in the modern world.’

OLD PEOPLE’S HOUSING 


R. BEVINS, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, admitted at once, when he 
spoke on housing in relation to old people 
in the House of Commons on June 5, that 
not enough had been done in the provision 
of dwellings for old people since the war. 
A great deal of progress had been made in 
recent years in expanding the number of 
dwellings available for old people. It was 
not long ago that only about 7 per cent of 
the total number of new dwellings in the 
country were designed for elderiy people. 
To-day they had been able through per- 
suasion and through the subsidy arrange- 
ments to encourage local authorities to raise 
that proportion to 20 per cent. 

Mr. FRANK ALLAUN referred to a develop- 
ment in Walsall where what were known as 
“granny flats’ were being bui.t.  lhese 
enabled the elderly to live under a separate 
roof, but on the family doorstep. There was 
a_ self-contained annexe conta’ning bath- 
room, bed-sitting room and kitchen, adjoin- 
ing the council houses. He understood that 
six of these flats were nearly ready for occu- 
pation. There was a covered access from 
council house to flat and the inclusive rent 
was 8s. 3d.. which seemed a remarkably 
good proposition. 


GEORGE SQUARE, EDINBURGH 


HE EARL OF HADDINGTON asked 
the Government in the House of Lords 
on June 9, whether they were satisfied that 
the proposed alterations to George-square, 
for the expansion of Edinburgh University, 
derived from necessity and not from con- 
venience, and whether a public inquiry would 
be set up to determine whether the destruc- 
tion of such unique Georgian planning was 
justifiable. 

The EarRL oF DuNDeE, Minister without 
Portfolio.— Primary responsibility rests with 
Edinburgh Corporation as local planning 
authority. The Secretary of State, however, 
had occasion to consider the situation in the 
light of representations from the Cockburn 
Association and other bodies. After appro- 
priate consultations, the Secretary of State 
reached the conclusion that he would not 
be justified in seeking to bring the university's 
proposals under further review. 

‘The university’s object is to reintegrate 
and expand the main teaching departments, 
along with the necessary library and other 
ancillary provision. Sufficient land adjacent 
to the existing university buildings in the 
area is not available without the redevelop- 
ment of George-sauare. The present front- 
age on the West Side of George-square is to 
be retained and also the unbuilt area in the 
middle. While the redeveloped souare will 
of course be very different from the present 
square, the Secretary of State is confident 
that the university and the eminent archi- 
tects who are advising it will produce some- 
thing of which both the university and the 
city can justly be proud.’ 

He added that he was most reluctant to 
say anything which discouraged anybody 
from trying to preserve Georgian architec- 
ture of which there was too little, but he 


did not think the area was of sufficient 
architectural merit to justify delaying the 
urgent necessities of Edinburgh University. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Overcrowding in London 


Mr. Apert Evans asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
June 9 what action he was taking to deal 
with overcrowding in the Metropolis. 

Mr. Brooxr: * The p»xpulation of Greater 
London fell by 126,000 between 1951 and 
1958. The net increase in the number of 
houses and flats in Greater London in the 
same period was 204,000. Serious over- 
crowding of individual houses still exists in 
some parts of the area, which the housing 
authorities are tackling in the course of slum 
clearance and their rehousing operations 
generally.’ 

When Mr. Evans asked the Minister if he 
thought that was a completely satisfactory 
reply, Mr. Brooke said serious over- 
crowding did exist in some parts of London. 
Fortunately local authorities were tackling 
their job with a will and the position was 
vastly better than eight years ago. But there 
was a very jong way to go still. 


Amenities of London Square 


When Viscount ELrBaNk asked in the 
House of Lords on June 10 for an assurance 
that the Finsbury-square exveriment would 
not provide a precedent for other similar 
vandalistic schemes, the EaRL oF GOSFORD, 
replying for the Government, said the scheme 
was far from vandalistic. A landscape 
architect was going to be responsible for 
the final lay-out 


Brick Supplies 


Mr. HuGu MOLSON wrote on June 9, in 
reply to a question by Mr. CHETWYND: 
‘Where shortages of bricks have been re- 
ported or are expected, I have arranged for 
meetings of br'ck producers so that they can 
have full information about likely demands. 
This will be done on June 11 in the Stockton 
district. I do not expect any shortage to 
be of long duration.’ 


Caltex Oil Refinery 


Mr. Kino asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on June 2 what reply 
he had sent to the communication received 
from the Caltex Company about a proposed 
refinery in Hampshire. 

Mr. Brooxt: “1 ass*me that Mr. King 
refers to a letter dated May 1 from the 
solicitors representing this firm, saying that 
they had been instructed to withdraw the 
application for planning permission to build 
a refinery on Southampton Water. In reply 
the solicitors were informed that the local 
inquiry which I had arranged for May 12 
was accordingly cancelled. 

Mr. Kina: ‘As the refinery can be of 
great economic value to the country and 
great value to the employment situation in 
South Hampshire, will the Minister do every- 
thing he can to persuade Caltex to go on 
with the original project? ’ 

Mr. BROOKE: * No, that is not a question 
for me. My duty here, if an application 
comes before me, is to arrange an inquiry 
and to give a decision, but at present there 
is no application before me, and it would be 
outside my responsibility to stimulate one.’

THE PRESIDENT of the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, Mr. C. C. 
Wicains, MIOB, in his half-yearly review 
to be presented at the summer meeting of 
the Federation at Westcliff-on-Sea, on June 
23, draws attention to a * disturbing develop- 
ment’ following the reduction in local 
authority housing—the decision of several 
councils to go into business as estate deve- 
lopers. 

‘Whether this is prompted,’ says Mr. 
Wiggins,‘ by a need to find a non-competi- 
tive outlet for direct labour organisations, 
to ensure work for the large technical staffs 
initially needed for the heavy post-war pro- 
gramme, or to give councils the thrill of 
launching an industrial project, while the 
risk remains with the ratepayers, is hard 
to say. We who must pay market rates for 
money and land, take very grave exception, 
however, to the employment in competition 
with us of land compulsorily acquired, often 
from builders, at agricultural value, and of 
public financial resources backed by the 
ratepayers enabling particujarly attractive 
house purchase terms to be offered.’ 

On conditions of employment, Mr, Wig- 
gins states: ‘Many aspects of this subject 
are currently under review—working hours, 
security of employment, guaranteed and 
travelling time, grading, etc. We must not, 
I suggest, be too hidebound in our thinking. 
We must make our industry attractive to 
labour and our own businesses a source of 
pride to our employees. Advances in this 
direction are more likely to come from a 
liberal and enlightened employment policy 
than from enforceable provisions applying 
equally to the good, and the bad, the worthy 
and the unworthy.’ 


Building Plant Demonstration 


ON THE same day as the Federation’s 
summer meeting, on June 23, the Billericay, 
Rayleigh and District Association of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, which is the local 
association of the Federation's President, 
have arranged a building plant demonstra- 
tion, at Rayleigh, Essex. The demonstration 
continues on June 24, and is open from 10 
a.m. to 5.30 p.m. on each day. 

In a foreword to the exhibition catalogue, 
Mr. Wiggins points out that, while many 
builders cannot own a full range of mecha- 
nical equipment, the full benefit of mechani- 
sation can be obtained by hiring or by sub- 
contracting the work to specialist firms. The 
Federation’s Plant Advisory Service was 
established to assist members. 


DIRECT LABOUR, EVESHAM 


Concessions to Private Builders 


EvesHaM RDC does not intend to carry 
out the whole of its housing improvement 
schemes by direct labour, it was disclosed 
at the annual meeting of the council recently. 
Some will in the near future be advertised. 

The position was disclosed in the report 
of the housing committee as the result of a 
letter from the Evesham and District Asso- 
ciation of Building Trades Employers, sug- 
gesting that local builders should have an 
opportunity to place competitive tenders for 
work against the direct labour department. 





TOWN PLANNING DECISIONS 


Planning Permission Held Not 
to Have Been Rescinded 


HE failure of the Hampshire County 

Council to issue within the statutory 
period notice of their decision on an appli- 
cation for permission to erect shops with 
living accommodation over, garages and a 
retail milk distribution depot at Fox Pond, 
Pennington, was the subject of a recent 
appeal to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

At the inquiry into the appeal the question 
of jurisdiction was argued in addition to that 
of merit. It was stated that the Lymington 
Development Sub-Committee considered the 
appellants’ application at a meeting on July 
1, 1958, and resolved that outline planning 
permission should be granted subject to 
conditions. 

At a meeting on August 5, 1958, however, 
the Sub-Committee, after being given details 
of a petition from owners and occupiers of 
nearby properties, resolved that considera- 
tion of the application should be deferred 
pending a meeting of the parties and that 
their decision of July 1 should be rescinded. 
On September 2, 1958, the Sub-Committee 
resolved that permission should be refused. 

On behalf of the appellants it was con- 
tended that the development Sub-Commit- 
tee’s resolution of July 1, 1958, gave a valid 
planning permission: that the resolutions 
adopted by the Sub-Committee at their meet- 
ings on August 5 and September 2 were ultra 
vires: and that the failure of the planning 
authority to notify the appellants of their 
decision did not invalidate the permission. 

On behalf of the planning authority it was 
stated that the Lymington Development 
Sub-Committee were authorised to grant con- 
sent to development not within special 
categories and not contravening the draft 
development plan, and that they had dealt 
with the appellants’ application in pursuance 
of their powers. It was argued that, because 
the appellants were not notified of the 
authority's decision within the statutory 
period, subsection (3) of section 16 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, came 
into effect, and the permission mentioned in 
their resolution of July 1, 1958, was void. 

The Minister states that he considers the 
Sub-Committee’s resolution of July 1, 1958, 
to have constituted a valid planning permis- 
sion. Section 16 (3) of the Act of 1947 and 
article 11 (1c) of the General Development 
Order, 1950, both mention the giving of 
notice of a decision. In the Minister's view, 
a decision remains a decision notwithstand- 
ing the absence of a notice communicating 
it to the applicant. It follows from that view 
that the appeal has no basis, and there is no 
action the Minister can take on it. 

The Minister has, nevertheless, considered 
the arguments of the parties and the Inspec- 
tor’s conclusions on the merits of the pro- 
posed development. 

The Inspector remarks that it is essential 
to find a site for a retail milk distribution 
depot to serve the Lymington area, and that, 
as a site in a built-up area, the appeal site 
is better suited than most for this purpose. 
On one side is a petrol filling station, which 
may well be enlarged to provide repair work- 
shops ; on another there is a builder's yard. 
Most of the neighbouring houses are a con- 
siderable distance from the western side of 


the site, where the loading of vans will take 
place, and the proposed layout will screen 
much of the noise from the houses. 

The Inspector thinks that the alternative 
sites suggested by the objectors are less suit- 
able than the appeal site, and points out that 
the alternative site suggested by the planning 
authority is arable land, too far from the 
centre of the town, and that the owner is 
unwilling to sell it. He recommends that, 
if the Minister has jurisdiction, the appeal 
should be allowed. 

The Minister accepts the Inspector’s con- 
clusions on the merits of the proposed 
development ; and had he not come to the 
conclusion that permission had already been 
given he would have allowed the appeal and 
granted planning permission in outline, sub- 
ject to the condition that the number of 
shops and garages, the detailed siting, design 
and external appearance of the buildings 
and the means of access thereto shall be as 
may be agreed with the local planning 
authority or, in default of agreement, as shall 
be determined by the Minister. 


A ‘FLOATING’ FACTORY 


Counteracting the Effect of Mining 
Subsidence 


NEW factory of 16,000 sq. ft. is being 

erected for Messrs. Rocol  Ltd., 
Swillington, nr. Leeds, a _ firm which 
specialises in the development and manu- 
facture of molybdenised and other lubricants 
for industry. 

Unfortunately, worked out coal seams in 
the area are expected to cause land subsi- 
dence and it is expected that the land will 
subside about two feet during the next five 
years. 

Discussions were opened with the National 
Coal Board as to the best way in which to 
lay the foundations of the intended building. 
The result was a plan which is claimed to 
be the first of its kind to be projected for a 
factory building in Britain. 

The new building will be divided into six 
separate sections linked together with water- 
tight expansion joints. Each section will thus 
be able to move separately without serious 
fracture. The completely separate founda- 
tions of each section consist of a 6 in. thick 
concrete raft, laid in triangular portions on 
the subsoil excavated to one formation level 
and a top raft of reinforced concrete 6 in. 
thick. The two layers of concrete are 
separated from each other by a layer of sand 
which will enable the floor to slide should, 
through subsidence, the bottom layer rot 
and fracture. The steel stanchions are 
anchored into concrete blocks protruding 
above the ground floor level and reinforced 
into the top slab. 

If subsidence does occur it is expected 
that the general effect on the building will 
be similar to that of a railway engine passing 
over sleepers which wave and_ recover 
immediately. 

The superstructure is also being carefully 
planned to allow for movement. The timber 
window frames will have deep rebates to 
minimise the splintering of glass and the 
drains have moveable joints and are 
reinforced on concrete rafts. The building 
is fire resistant and thoroughly heat 
insulated. 

The architects are Messrs. Braithwaite and 
Jackman, F/ARIBA, the building contrac- 
tors R. Roberts (Leeds) Ltd.

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MORE CONSTRUCTIONAL WORK 
BY CONTRACTORS 


Increase in New Housing 


ONSTRUCTIONAL work to the value 

of £448m. was carried out by con- 

tractors in the first quarter of 1959, accord- 

ing to provisional figures compiled by the 
Ministry of Works. 

This was some £14m., or about 3 per cent 
more than during the first quarter of last 
year. The increase may be accounted for 
in part by the rather better weather for 
building during the early months of 1959. 

The value of new housing work was £2m. 
more than in the fourth quarter of 1958 and 
£7m. higher than in the first quarter of that 
year, Housing work for local authorities 
had been falling steadily following the reduc- 
tion in the programme in 1957. For the 
first time since then output, allowance being 
made for seasonal variations, has now 
increased; this reflects the increase in the 
number of houses started by local authori- 
ties. Work done on private enterprise hous- 
ing has continued to increase steadily, again 
with allowance for seasonal variations. 

New work, other than housing, for public 
authorities, seasonably adjusted, showed no 
change in the first quarter of 1959 from 
the previous quarter but is higher than in 
the first quarter of 1958. There is as yet 
no sign of an upward movement in the 
amount of work done on industrial building. 

Provisional figures for the end of April 
showed 1,035,000 operatives employed 
7,000 more than a year ago. Fewer men 
were employed on new work other than 
housing, and more on new housing work 
and on repair and maintenance work. 


‘FIRE PREVENTION 1958’ 


Encouraging Improvement Reported 

THE statement of the chairman, Mr. A. F. 
O’SHEA and the twelfth annual report were 
presented to members of the Fire Protection 
Association at the annual general meeting 


on June 4, in a_ booklet entitled * Fire 
Prevention 1958.’ 

The year saw a third successive drop in the 
estimates of the total annual fire damage, 
direct loss having been estimated at 
£24,145,000 as compared with £25,849,000 in 
1957, £27,512,000 in 1956 and £27,645,000 in 
1955. 

That general interest in fire protection is 
growing is demonstrated in the council’s 
report. A further increase in membership 
of the Association on the one hand and the 
extension of factory legislation on the other, 
point the way to wider co-operation in the 
fight against fire. 

But, as Mr. O'Shea says, a wider apprecia- 
tion of the fire protection advisory services 
available to the public is still necessary, and 
this is borne out by the annual survey of 
large fires to which the council report refers 
as it has proved once again that heavy fire 
losses can only be averted by adherence to 
four well-established methods of fire protec- 

(a) the sub-division of the 
premises; 

(b) the installation of an 
sprinkler system; 

(c) ensuring an early call to the fire 
brigade; 

(d) the use of fire-resisting construction.

INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 
National President’s Views 


Mr. T. VY. Prosser, National President, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the South Western Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, at Swindon, on June 
3, said that the Federation’s constant con- 
cern must be that the high quality of its 
industrial relations with the operatives must 
be maintained and further developed in the 
future, and that anything which was likely 
to disturb this development must be given 
prompt consideration by both parties. 

‘In this context,’ said Mr. Prosser, ‘I fee: 
that the recent rejection by the Industrial 
Court of the building operatives’ claim for a 
wage increase should not be acclaimed by 
employers as a victory any more than it 
should be considered by the operatives to be 
a defeat. The operatives did not get an 
increase for no increase was warranted, but 
this does not mean that employers are 
opposed to operatives receiving more money, 
provided that they earn it. 

‘It continues to be the NFBTE’s policy,’ 
he added, ‘to encourage the introduc- 
tion of incentive schemes for building work 
and there now seems to be a strong case for 
a really determined effort to be made to 
introduce such schemes wherever possible. 
The subject is now under discussion by the 
industry’s leaders on both sides, and I hope 
that all firms will give careful thought to 
this fair and sensible manner of swelling the 
wage packets of our operatives.’

EXCAVATING FOUNDATIONS 


Economic Founpations: A new method of 
constructing foundations capable of carrying 
very heavy loads has been developed using 
drilling equipment built after extensive study 
of oil drilling methods and civil engineering 
construction work. The equipment utilises a 
conventional mobile excavator as the power 
source, and attached to this is a boom which 
supports the earth auger. In cases where 
the foundation is to be particularly heavily 
loaded, the base can be expanded to more 
than twice the shaft diameter by replacing 
the auger with a belling tool, thus greatly 
increasing the load-bearing capacity. The 
excavated shaft is then filled with concrete 
and the foundation is complete. Speeds of 
more than 20 ft. per hour can be achieved by 
the machine in clay, No linings are neces- 
sary. If the initial drilling is carried out in 
granular materials to enable the shaft to be 
terminated in under-lying clay soil, linings 
can be inserted to a depth of 25 ft. in the 
smaller diameter shafts. Several sizes of 
augers can be supplied together with a large 
variety of belling tools. (Illustration.)

increased attention from architects and 
quantity surveyors during recent years, 
and it is not intended to discuss them in 
detail at this Conference. The need for 
cost planning is self-evident and the 
improved accuracy in tendering recently 
obtained, added to the practice of firm 
price tendering, should convince anyone 
that a finer knowledge of building costs 
is an essential part of successful practice. 
It is worth while making the point that, 
because of the wide scope and continuity 
of work in an official architect's office, it 
is possible for a comprehensive know- 
ledge of costs to be built up within the 
office. Most official architects’ offices 
have quantity surveyors on their own 
staff and this gives an opportunity of real 
integration of effort and pooling of ideas 
and effective work studies. A_ useful 
scheme of interchange of cost informa- 
tion is also operating between certain 
locai authority offices. 


Time 


In an efficient practice, design time is 
carefully related to the required quality 
of design, and perhaps one of the most 
interesting points made by Messrs. Gaul- 
die and Wright is that which concerns the 
determination of the ‘calibre’ of a job. 
If this is decided at the start it provides 
a most effective means of meeting the 
vital challenge on cost and time. It is 
important to complete work quickly as 
most clients are impatient to see building 
commence. Clients, and these include 
Government Departments and _ local 
authorities, tend to under-estimate the 
amount of time required for efficient 
design work in an architect's office. Even 
when the whole reasons for the necessity 
for so much time are explained, there is a 
strong desire to press the architect to get 
a scheme ready in a considerably shorter 
time than that which the job really 
requires. Many authorities are conse- 
quently attracted by the ‘ package deal’ 
type of contract for certain classes of 
buildings, which, it is claimed, give much 
speedier results ut less cost. This is a 
challenge which has to be met by the 
official as well as private architects. How 
can the design time be reduced? One 
method which has been effectively used 
since the war. for school building, is the 
use of a prefabricated system, and archi- 
tects have shown great ingenuity in 
adapting these systems to suit varying 
conditions of site and _ educational 
requirements. 

In the case of certain types of build- 
ings, the use of type details on some con- 
siderable scale can be made. Basic 
specifications can also help to save time. 

All architects’ offices should. as a 
matter of course, keep details of * design 
hours ’ related to every job done, so as to 
be able to plan and programme their own 
work to meet the client’s request for a 
firm date for the commencement of 
building operations. 


Professional Fees 


The question of professional fees is an 
important one in the official architect's 
office, no less than in that of a private 
architect, as an estimate of fees js 
required when a project is considered by 


committee. It is obvious that where a 
large number of specialist consultants are 
concerned, and paid fees according to the 
basic charges, it is possible for the level 
of professional fees to rise very steeply. 
In my view, very serious consideration 
should be given by the professions to the 
idea of the comprehensive design fee, and 
it is to be hoped that this will receive 
widespread support in the professions 
concerned with the building industry. 

Although some _ official architects’ 
departments include structural engineers, 
heating and ventilating engineers, and 
other specialist designers, a great many 
engage the services of consultants on pro- 
jects of any size. When all the specialists 
are combined in one practice it is 
obviously a great advantage, as an effi- 
ciently integrated team can be built up, 
but such offices are the exception rather 
than the rule, as only the largest could 
support the right calibre of staff. 

As far as architects’ fees are concerned, 
many architects feel that the basic charge 
of 6 per cent needs reconsideration. In 
passing, it is worth noting that the Ameri- 
can system in which the percentage of 
fees varies with the type of project (so 
that fees are related more closely and 
equitably to the design times) receives 
much support and is now being con- 
sidered by the Practice Committee. 


Consultants and Specialist 
Sub- Contractors 


As stated above, if the design process 
of a complicated building involves the 
client in payment of fees to architects, 
quantity surveyors, structural consult- 
ants, heating, lighting and ventilating 
consultants, landscape consultants and 
others, it is possible for a very substan- 
tial p:ofessional fee to be incurred. In 
private practice this full service is only 
occasionally followed, as I believe it is 
common practice to request a * scheme’ 
from a selected specialist sub-contractor 
or supplier, e.g. for structural frame, 
heating, etc., without competition. Such 
a practice is contrary to the spirit of the 
Standing Orders of most local authori- 
ties. In the public interest it is advisable, 
as far as possible, for all sections of the 
building work to be tendered for on a 
competitive basis, and this means that 
everything should be designed and speci- 
fied. Obviously, in order to design at all, 
it is necessary for a number of structural 
and other decisions to be taken in 
advance of tendering, and in these cases 
the official architect can explain the 
situation to his Committee and agree 
exceptions to Standing Orders. As 
building becomes more and more compli- 
cated, most local authorities have 
evolved a satisfactory method of pro- 
cedure to cover this and other difficulties 
which might follow strict conformity 
with their own Standing Orders. As far 
as possible, however, competition is 
encouraged, not only in order to secure 
the best value for money, but also to 
avoid the possibility of undue favour 
towards one firm. Certainly, the 
nomination of sub-contractors and sup- 
pliers can be carried to excess and I have 
recently been concerned with a contract 
in which the provisional sums and PC’s 
amounted to 75 per cent of the total. A 
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completely opposite procedure is recom- 
mended in the recent report of the Royal 
Institute of Public Administration on 
‘Building Contracts of Local Authori- 
ties. The relevant recommendations 
are: — 

The architect should 

(a) finish the detailed planning, even 
of pariicular items, before the contract 
is let and thus avoid including pro- 
visional sums in the contract (as far 
as practicable) 

(b) Reduce prime cost 
minimum 

{c) Avoid using the system of prime 
cost items to postpone full planning ; 
which in effect makes such prime cost 
items into provisional sums.

Contracts and Contractors 

Although most local authorities use the 
‘“RIBA Form of Contract Specially 
Adapted for the Use of Local Authori- 
ties ’, some local authorities still use their 
own forms. It is very much to be hoped 
that when the new Form of Contract is 
produced by the Joint Contracts 
Tribunal, on which local authorities are 
now represented, the use of the new form 
will become universal. This would be the 
greatest benefit both to official architects 
and to the contractors who work with 
them. Uniformity of contract conditions 
could save a great deal of time and mis- 
understanding. 

Some local authorities are still reluctant 
to accept the recommendations of the 
Joint Committee on Tendering Procedure, 
which advocated selective tendering, 
although experience has adequately shown 
that this is the only reasonable way of 
securing good building for projects of 
any size. Fortunately, the practice of 
using selected lists is increasing as its 
undoubted benefits become more appa- 
rent. Government Departments and local 
authorities are, however, willing to nego- 
tiate tenders for experimental work, to 
secure continuity of programmed work 
in certain circumstances, and for other 
special reasons. Perhaps I may raise again 
here the question of grading of contrac- 
tors, since this would avoid the greatest 
difficulties that have occurred when small 
and inadequate firms have secured a large 
and important contract. From the point 
of view of architectural practice, such 
grading would be of enormous benefit. 


Ministry Programming and 
Financial Control 
One of the greatest brakes on efficiency 
in official architects’ offices has been the 
financial system of annual budgeting by 


Government Departments. Architects 
have made many representations that a 
year is too short a period in which to 
design a building and prepare a contract. 
The Ministry of Education have taken the 
lead in agreeing to formulate a pro- 
gramme of works covering two years, and 
it is to be hoped that other Ministries will 
follow this excellent example and make 
known their financial allocations suffi- 
ciently well in advance so that realistic 
timetables of work may be arranged. This 
is even more important now that firm 
price tenders are required. The architect 
needs to plan ahead and we must press 
Government Departments to enable us to 
do so. 





One unfortunate result of financial con- 
trol based on annual budgets, is yang 
ting of projects into sections or phases. 
peep ines ye projects the need for this is 
undersiood, but for medium sized con- 
tracts the practice creates uneconomic 
working and greatly increases the difficul- 
ties of design and supervision. Annual 
financial allocations have also produced 
the sudden request for architects to start 
work by a certain date, usually only two 
or three months away. It is extremely 
unlikely that any building can be started 
within such a short period; unless the 
complete scheme has remained ‘on ice 


the building starts with inadequate pre- 
paration and is foflowed by inevitable dis- 
organisation due to lack of information. 
Architects will know from bitter experi- 
ence that a building kept * on ice’ is out 
of date, especially as far as costs are con- 
cerned, in a very short time, and when 
the tenders are received they are likely to 
be higher than the approved estimates. 

These are some of the things which 
affect official practice as I see it. Other 
offices provide other problems, and I hope 
that a frank discussion will stimulate 
ideas to lead to some satisfactory solu- 
tions. 


EFFICIENCY IN ARCHITECTS’ OFFICES 


By Alick Low, FRIBA 


SHEPPARD Fiver has introduced the 
theme of this Conference. In doing so he 
has made some pungent comments on the 
problems of office efficiency from the offi- 
cial architect's point of view. My task is 
to comment on the subject from the stand- 
point of a private architect—particularly 
a large private office. Oe 

As Mr. Fidler has said — conditions 
under which architects practise are always 
changing. We should therefore be con- 
stantly assessing the effects of these 
changes on our practices to see whether 
we are equipped to meet them. At fairly 
regular intervals we architects take a good 
look at our office procedure, and we are 
at the moment in the middle of one of 
these exercises. Whenever this happens 
we improve our organisations in detail. 
The results often find their way into the 
technical Press; sometimes a working 
party produces a report telling us how 
much better it is done in America; the 
information book of Sir John Burnet, 
Tait and Lorne was a milestone in office 
administration; the American Institute of 
Architects publishes a handbook on office 
administration which every architect 
-should read. 

The scope of these surveys has been 
expanded with the years and recently we 
have become acutely conscious of, for 
example, our inefficiency at estimating 
building cost; our somewhat casual 
approach to job costing and earning in 
our own offices; and also the need of a 
new look for architectural education. We 
are still discussing how best to assess our 
‘architectural problems; how to collect 
information to solve them; the size of 
the paper on which we draw our solu- 
tions; and whether to use microfilms to 
record our efforts. At the same time we 
-are developing methods of estimating the 
time it takes to do these things and there- 
fore the cost. 

In some offices both official and private, 
‘these processes are well established, and 
as soon as our architectural schools recog- 
nise the need for teaching methods of 
administration and also creating interest 
in this subject amongst the students, effi- 
‘cient offices will become commonplace. 

In spite of this attention to detail, how- 
ever, it is noticeable that our efficiency is 
not always appreciated by the client. 
There is still not the degree of confidence 
given to the architect as in other profes- 
‘sions. On the other hand, we are con- 
stantly being told to be more firm with 


our client and to make him understand 
that he cannot dictate the architectural 
style and that changes of mind are expen- 
sive. 

One result of this is that many large 
jobs today are given directly to contrac- 
tors by the client, because there is a feel- 
ing that they are the most efficient section 
of the building industry. This is a point 
of view we should analyse more closely, 
because it might give us a clue to the 
causes of some of our shortcomings. In 
other words, it might be useful to know 
just how much of building design can be, 
and sometimes is, done by the contrac- 
tors. (Design meaning the design or selec- 
tion of all the parts of a building.) 

Structural engineering, which covers 
all the framework, floors, roof, founda- 
tions and stairs, can be done by a steel 
design and supply firm. Contractors are 
willing and able to design the electrical, 
heating, ventilating amd Sanitary 
engineering and advise on_ specialist 
equipment. A joinery firm could be 
asked to cope with the fixtures and doors, 
a roofing specialist the roof covering, 
and other specialists for the cladding and 
flooring. It only remains to have a 
well-known furniture and decorating 
contractor to prepare the schemes for 
all the major rooms, and the job is done, 
mostly by contractors, but of course with 
help from the quantity surveyor who is 
trained to fill in the remaining bits from 
sketch plans. 

It seems that we are in danger of think- 
ing of efficiency too much for our own 
benefit rather than the client’s, whereas 
it is possible that our efficiency difficul- 
ties are due to some basic fault in our 
understanding of the job we are trying 
to do for the client. For example, we 
cannot administer the job properly and 
produce good architecture unless we 
control the various organisations which 
make up the design team. 

In the world of private practice a 
hundred years ago architecture was a 
matter of masonry, wood, tiles and 
plaster and some plumbing. One build- 
ing construction book and a few struc- 
tural rules of thumb made uv the 
architect’s technical knowledge. With 
these and some scholarship, the great 
masters of the time created their works 
of art. The whole of this type of build- 
ing could be measured, but this part of 
the work did not seem to appeal to the 
architect, and so either the builder or a 
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quantity Surveyor prepared a bill. 

Following this came scientific advances 
in building; those of heating, venti- 
lating, electrical power, structural en- 
gineering, and experts set up their own 
independent offices to advise architects 
on the more baffling parts of their job. 
Although all these are strictly building 
design problems, the architect did not 
recognise them as part of his responsi- 
bility. 


Each of these specialists is now firmly 
established in the practice of designing 
in a field only vaguely familiar to the 
architect. Their office methods are 
different from ours and in addition, they 
are trained and prefer to prepare their 
own schedules and bills. As their share 
of the work increases, the value of the 
measured work decreases, and one can 
imagine that the measured part of build- 
ing could in time disappear entirely. 
Even today, provisional sums and 
PC’s often amount to 60 per cent of 
the total cost of a jeb on which fees are 
charged. 

This ever-decreasing responsibility of 
the architect reduces his overall control 
of a job and the integration of the 
various designs becomes more difficult 
as the several specialist offices adopt 
their own way of working. Few specialist 
schemes are completed in detail before 
the sub-contracts are let, mainly because 
the sub-contractor himself produces 
details for the specialist to check, often 
after the building has already started. 
Therefore the constant prodding which 
the architect receives to complete every- 
thing before letting a contract, as we are 
told they do in America, has little effect 
because much of the detailing is outside 
his control. 


This lack of central design control has 
had certain very important results. One of 
these is the establishment of complete 
design teams by contractors, and hence 
the package deal. This seems to have 
been done in self-defence rather than 
from a thirst for power. Another conse- 
quence, not so obvious, is the desire on 
the part of some architects to establish 
themselves by selling a new fashion. 
Being ill-equipped technically for doing 
original work, they re-arrange old pieces 
to form a succession of modern styles. 

However, the most important effect of 
the private architect's loss of responsi- 
bility is the growth of the official archi- 
tect’s office and the offices attached to 
large industrial undertakings. We must 
recognise that both these have great 
advantages over the private practitioner. 
They have continuity of work often of 
a similar kind, which makes research both 
sensible and economic. Financial and 
administrative methods have already been 
established as part of the parent organi- 
sation. But above all, these offices usually 
combine the various specialist designers 
under one roof and design responsibility 
is not divided. These advantages are all 
important, and the results can be seen in 
some of the excellent work done by this 
type of office since the war. 

It seems, therefore, that we should 
retrace our steps back over the last 100 
years and gather together again the 
responsibilities we have let go by default.

Today, how- 
ever, a vast amount of very complicated 
work has to be designed both large and 
small, and it is this work that needs the 
attention of a comprehensive design team. 
This aspect does affect the size of the

INAUGURAL MEETING 


rue inaugural meeting of the British 
Architects’ Conference was held at 
the Reardon Smith Lecture Theatre at 
the National Museum of Wales, Cardiff, 
on the morning of June 11, when an 
address of welcome was given by the 
Lord Mayor of Cardiff, ALDERMAN 
Mrs. HELENA Evans. The President 
RIBA, Mr. Basit Spence, OBE, TD, 
ARA, ARSA, in a _ short inaugural 
address, referred to the fact that it was 
in 1922 that the RIBA Conference was 
last held in Cardiff, but, he said, the city 
had not stood still and they had recently 
appointed a City Architect. 

The President then called upon 
Messrs. A. G. Sheppard Fidler and Alick 
Low to read their respective papers 
{reproduced above) on the general theme 
of the conference, * Architectural Man- 
agement,’ and invited Sir Thomas Ben- 
nett to open the discussion. 

Sir THOMAS BENNETT said that in his office 
they had a team of specialists to deal with 
the mechanical services, and so on, that went 
into modern buildings, but this did not stop 
them seeking outside advice on particular 
problems. Many specialists, he found, had 
an extraordinarily woolly view of what 
mattered to the client, and it was extremely 
difficult te get advice on the cost of heating 
by different methods, and whether structural 
steel or reinforced concrete was more 
economic for a ‘wapee purpose. Indeed, 
the only man who could have the compre- 
hensive knowledge required to make the 
decisions was the architect, if he was pro- 
perly trained. 

Once the architect could gain the con- 
fidence of the public, Sir Thomas Bennett 
continued, the * package deal” would go out 
of the door. Architects were the people with 
the real responsibility for directing the 
country’s building programme, and for this 
they needed a broad knowledge of building 
and not a specialised knowledge of small 
sections of their work. 

It would be stupid, he continued, if archi- 
tects were not to use some of the expert 
knowledge of the main contracting firms. 
However, the idea of bringing in the builder 
at an early stage he described as a fallacy— 
*I have never heard such nonsense,’ he 
declared. The time to bring in the builder 
was when the design was stabilised. 

Mr. J. M. Austin-SmitH then explained 
what ‘Method Study’ really meant in a 
short lecture illustrated with slides. 


incoming work it requires to survive. 

A complete design partnership could 
undertake research of real significance 
which, although costly, would at least be 
available to back up their architectural 
ideas with sound reasoning. This team, 
working to the standards of good office 
administration already considered in such 
detail, might offer a service which would 
increase the chances of continuity of 
work. Without this security the private 
architect's job can become a problem of 
staffing, financing and job-getting with 
little time left for architecture. 

Briefly, the purpose of this paper is to 
query the basis on which the efficiency 
of an architect's office is organised, and to 
say that if our offices are not capable or 
prepared to take complete design respon- 
sibility, they will not in the long run be 
entrusted with a continuous supply of 
work; or produce good architecture. 


AND DISCUSSION 
Reduced Fees 


Mr. ALEXANDER GORDON made the sug- 
gestion that, just as architects’ fees were 
reduced when consultants were employed so 
it might be fair for quantity surveyors’ fees 
to be reduced where large PC sums were 
involved. 

Mr. THOMAS MITCHELL said that, while 
the structural and civil engineering profes- 
sions met very fairly the needs of architects, 
the heating, ventilating and_ electrical 
engineers did not serve architects so well. 
The RIBA was accordingly arranging talks 
with these professions which might prove 
useful, 

Architects could not hope to hold the con- 
fidence of their clients, said Mr. ARTHUR L. 
HALL, unless they were as efficient in their 
way as their clients. How many architec- 
tural firms in this country, he wondered, 
ever set down on paper what they proposed 
to do and how they proposed to do it 
this was a ‘ valuable exercise.’ He suggested 
that the RIBA should hold a symposium on 
the subject together with an exhibition. 

Mr. G. G. WALTERS said that building had 
become an extremely complicated operation, 
but he thought that the employment of spe- 
cialists within architects’ offices was likely 
to have the same effect as the employment 
of architects by builders—lack of experience 
of a wide variety of schemes. It was up to 
the architect to learn to manage his spe- 
cialists. He also had to persuade the client 
that the important date with a building 
scheme was the completion date and not the 
date on which work was started. 

The Ministry of Works, Mr. Walters con- 
tinued, regarded the introduction of firm 
price tendering as extremely successful, but 
if analysed what its success virtually rested 
on was the complete preparation of informa- 
tion before work was put in hand. This left 
the architect free to supervise the work and 
the builder free to build; avoided variations 
and kept costs within the contract sum. 


Mr. Jon STILLMAN spoke on efficiency 
as it affected persons—a group of architects 
who worked together. As regards the size 
of an office, he made a case for one about 
the size of his own office, employing ten 
qualified assistants. This did give some flexi- 
bility and did allow the partners to do 
quite a bit of designing and to make per- 
sonal contact with clients. The fact that 
many large county offices also found it best 
to organise themselves into groups of ten 
supported these arguments, 

As size increased beyond these limits 
administration increased and it was hard to 
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maintain the fullest personal enthusiasm. 
On the question of consultants, Mr. Still- 
man was quite happy with the present situa- 
tion, provided one chose them carefully. His 
office was too small to have a library, and 
he therefore looked forward to the setting up 
of the sort of technical information service 
that had been suggested for the profession. 


‘ Package Deals’ 


Mr. F. B. Poo_Ley made some interesting 
observations on the costs of * package 
deals.’ First, he said that the package deal 
was around nine to ten per cent more costly 
to the building owner than using the stan- 
dard system of tendering. This showed that 
“when the architect loses his freedom the 
cost of building will go up.’ It was said 
that the package deal meant quicker build- 
ing, but it did not need much of a change 
in the present standard contract to alter that, 
The remedy was to put the contract back to 
the pre-war form (by removing clause 18) 
which would mean that the contractor could 
not claim extension of time by pleading 
shortage of materials, labour, etc. ‘I do 
not see the package deal as a menace, only 
as a pin-prick,’ he declared. 

Secondly, Mr. Pooley said that firm price 
tendering was slightly more costly than the 
standard method. 

Thirdly, Mr. Pooley was not in favour of 
selected lists of tenderers. This was some- 
thing very difficult to achieve; it was not the 
job of the architect to tell builders the size 
of the job they could tackle; it made archi- 
tects a lot of enemies and few friends. He 
would like to see quite open competitive 
tendering, which they had tried with success 
in Buckinghamshire. By this means building 
was about two per cent cheaper than with 
selective lists, and they had also got their 
buildings completed on time. 

On the status of the architect, Mr. W. S. 
GauLpié told an amusing story of how, in 
Denmark in 1956, when he visited a building 
under construction there all the workmen 
removed their hats when the architect 
appeared on the scene. While he did not 
think we should ever live to see this happen 
in this country, he thought that by improving 
their efficiency architects might at least reach 
the stage when they could take off their hats 
to each other. 

Mr. Gauldie said that there were three 
essentials in an architect's office: Informa- 
tion, decision and communication. He em- 
phasised the need for acquiring the power 
to make decisions, and suggested that some 
teaching in elementary formal logic, as a 
means to this end, should be an essential part 
of an architect’s training. The idea of pub- 
lishing his re-appraisal of the work of his 
own office had been ‘to help others out of 
the jungle.’ 

Office Organisation 

Before the discussion was resumed on the 
second day, June 12, the PresipeNnT an- 
nounced that the Study Group, which had 
met to decide on the lines on which the 
discussion should be continued, felt that the 
small office, with the many difficulties facing 
it, particularly merited the attention of the 
conference. Other aspects of the confer- 
ence’s theme that would receive attention 
would be the large office and the existing 
problems relating to specialists, touching if 
necessary on contractors, 

Mr. A. F. S. Wricut, who opened the dis- 
cussion, said that the consultant could and 
should advise the architect, but that the posi- 
tion of the specialist was different as very 
often he had something to sell. He sug- 
gested that the architect should have a check 
list and see that the specialists provided 
services which were needed and not what 
they had to sell. The authority of the archi- 
tect had to be imposed on all concerned with 
a project. 





Mr. N. Ketrn Scorr said that in the office 
in which he was employed they had 18 
assistants. They also had a full-time librarian 
who after three years had collected together 
several thousand catalogues and samples. 
They felt that the library paid in terms of 
time. 

Mr. C. C. Hanpisype thought that the 
small office was inclined to cut its overheads 
until this led to inefficiency, which was very 
ex ive. f 

The main difficulties of the small office, 
said Mr. Perer B. DuNHaM, lay in the rela- 
tively large numbers of small jobs with 
which it had to deal compared with the large 
office, which dealt with a smaller number 
of large jobs. The complexity of a small 
office made it very difficult to run with the 
necessary efficiency. j 

Mr. Dunham went on to say that one of 
the ways out of the difficulty was to make 
much more use of non-technical staff. The 
technical staff was inclined to undertake ad- 
ministrative jobs that secretaries might well 
do. The higher up one went the less time 
there was for architecture, unless one made 
good use of secretaries, who could take con- 
siderable responsibility if encouraged to do 
so. He considered that there should be 
one secretary to each three or four assistants. 

Mr. R. BADEN HELLARD did not think that 
it was possible to apply hard and fast rules, 
but he thought that ‘the high cost of low 
overheads applied to architects much more 
than did Parkinson's law. 

Mr. BryaN Westwoop spoke of the great 
value of photographs—even bad ones—with 
notes appended for such work as remedying 
war damage on the older type of building. 

Mr. W. S. Gaucpte, who summed up this 
section of the discussion, spoke of the im- 
portance of not keeping too much in the 
way of literature or samples. If one threw 
away two-thirds of the catalogues received, 
and so on. one would then have room to 
store the remaining third which was of value. 


The Large Office 


Mr. ArrHur LinG said that architects 
were going to be judged as much in the 
future on the maintenance and running costs 
of their buildings as on their success with 
aesthetic architecture. Architects were not 
however responsible as architects for any 
deficiencies in design that gave rise to high 
maintenance costs when capital costs had 
been excessively cut down by the Govern- 
ment. Cutting £300 off the first cost of a 
house might mean spending a further £1,000 
on maintenance in the years to come. 

On the package service he said that what 
appeared to be wrong was that the architect 
was at the bottom of the package. He advo- 
cated turning the package upside down and 
having the architect at the top, as was being 
done in some direct labour departments. 

Mr. H. S. HowGrave-GraHaM said he 
wanted to speak of something that both 
large and small offices had in common. It 
was a commonplace that justice not only 
had to be done but had to be seen to be 
done. In the same way it was vitally neces- 
sary at the present stage of the pro- 
fession that architects should be seen to be 
efficient. Business men expected the archi- 
tect to be an adviser to a much fuller extent 
than was generally realised; they spoke their 
own financial language and expected the 
architect to understand it, and he suggested 
that a knowledge of such matters should be 
part of the architect’s education. 

On the question of building by direct 
labour, to which Mr. Ling had referred, he 
said that many people had doubts whether 
in fact the economies claimed were really 
there. Finally, he wondered whether it was 
possible for the building industry to produce 
a consumer-research publication that could 
report on the value of new materials. 


THE CONFERENCE 


DINNER 


President on the Lesson of His 
African Tour 

HE official dinner of the British Archi- 

tects’ Conference was held at the City 
Hall, Cardiff, on June 12, with the President, 
Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, TD, ARA, ARSA, in 
the chair. There was a long toast list with 
no less than eight official speakers. 

The toast of ‘The Principality of Wales 
and the City of Cardiff’ was proposed by 
Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD FipLer, Vice-President, 
RIBA, who referred to the appointment of 
Mr. John Dryburgh as Cardiff's first city 
architect, a post in which he wished him 
every success. 

Especially, he continued, he wished success 
to Welsh industry which was needed to com- 
bat unemployment, but at the same time he 
hoped that they would do all possible to 
preserve the beauty of the Welsh villages and 
countryside. 

LorpD Brecon, Minister of State for Welsh 
Affairs, who responded, said that in recent 
years architecture has become the liveliest of 
the arts, and their President, Mr. Spence, 
had himself done much to bring this about. 

The Lord Mayor of Cardiff, ALDERMAN 
Mrs. HeLena Evans, who also responded 
to the toast, said that im Cardiff they at 
present had schemes before them for the 
redevelopment of the older parts of the city, 
for which a new look was planned. They 
also had a new and extensive plan for the 
dock area. The city architect and the city 
engineer were doing grand work of which 
they were all proud. 

The toast of ‘The Royal Institute of 
British Architects and its Allied Societies’ 
was proposed by the Right Rev. the Lorp 
BisHop OF LLANDAFF, who in a scholarly and 
amusing speech, praised the President for his 
versatility. Mr. Spence would be 
remembered, he thought, together with Dr. 
Bell, Bishop of Chichester, for bringing about 
the great revival of art in architecture and 
sculpture. 

THE PRESIDENT, in his response, dwelt 
mostly on the experiences and lessons of his 
recent African tour. His visit to members 
of the Royal Institute overseas had been, he 
said, a very rewarding thing and indeed a 
vital and touching necessity. 

In South Africa today, Mr. Spence con- 
tinued, architects were thirsting for closer 
relations with the mother body in the United 
Kingdom. The lesson of the tour, he thought, 
was the necessity for unity within the profes- 
sion—Commonwealth members must be 
brought nearer to the members here at home. 
Only a unified and strong profession could 
regain the lost ground with the public. 

The second response to the toast was by 
Mr. STEPHEN THOMAS, who stood in for Mr. 
Cyril A. Hughes, President of the South 
Wales Institute of Architects, who at the last 
minute became unwell and was unable to 
speak. Sir Percy Tuomas, Past-President, 
RIBA, proposed the toast of the guests, and 
Sir Goprrey LLEWELLYN responded. 

Finally, in a short speech not on the toast 
list, Mr. D. Garsutt WALTON paid a tribute 
to Mr. C. D. Spragg. the Royal Institute’s 
Secretary, and to mark his forthcoming 
retirement presented him with a set of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s volumes The Second 
World War.
